Lonpon, April 19.—I get a dispatch at 
midnight from Berlin saying that there is deep 
excitement throughout the capital over the 
gradual sinkivg of the Katser. Itis a most 
sicuificaat and unexpected fact that the anxiety 
and display of personal interest on the part of 
the population is much greater than it wasinthe 
Case of the old Eufperor. To-night the effect of 
unfavorable bulietins has been to summon a 
vast throng out from the city te the vicinity of 
the suburban palace, the approaches to which 
Were packed with a dense crowa as late as mid- 
night.) Aneminent throat physician here to- 
night told we that now there is no doubt that 
the Emperor ts suffering from soft cancer, and 
the development has arrived at a point where no 
operation can avail to postpone death beyond a 
few days.

BERLIN, Aprii 19—8:20 A. M.—The Em- 
peror felt more tired than usual last evening, 
and retired to rest before 9 o'clock. It is be- 
lieved that the growths hitherto confined to the 
larynx have extended into the trachea. The 
Emperor's respiration is much faster and his 
fever has cousiderably increased. 

11 A. M.—The Emperor passed a fair night un- 
der the circumstances. His fever, weakness, 
and quickened respiration continue. The physi- 
clans are new holding a consultacion. 

11:30 A. M.—According to trustworthy infor- 
mation the gravest fears are entertained of a 
epeedy fatal ening of the Eimperor’s disease. 
itisapprebended from his present condition 
that death will ensue withiu a week. 

2:50 P. M.—It 13 understood that the doctors 
at their consultation this worning agreed that 
the condition of the Ewpervur had become more 
favorable during the night. To-day his fever 
lias diwitiished and his general condition is 
better. Itis deemed necessary that he remain 
in bed. 

6:30 P. M.—The improvement noted this morn- 
ingis waintained. Ths Emperor's temperature 
has fallen to 38.39 C., and his respiration is 
quieter. There are no indications of extension 
or the disease to the lungs, but bronchial 
rattlings are audible at different pwinte. The 
Ewperor's appetite 1s good. ‘lo-day he ate with- 
out effort a dinner selected by: himself. 

9:30 P. M. Tne Emperor has nut left his bed 
to-day, and the uccuunts current of his sufferings 
are distressing. He said to Chaplain Koegel: 
“You pray for wy preservation; ratber pray for 
my release.” He perseveres in trareacting 
business aud does not ceuse writing. The 
Empress is often summoned to decipher the 
almost illegible characters and save his trom 
the annoyance of rewriting them. 

Asa result of family. pezotiations, a jointure 
of 12,000,000 inarks is secured to the Ewpress, 
and Prince Henry inherits 1,000,000 marks 
upon the Emperor's death. 

The Keichsanzeiyer publishes the following 
builetin, timed 9:30 P..M.: On the whole, the 
E:nperor is less feverish than he was yesterday. 
In the course of the day a rather large quantity 
of pus has been discharged. The putient’s 
breathing is now more quiet.” 

Midnight.—The Emperor's condition is some- 
What more favorable. His fever is lower aud 
his respiration easier. 


‘THE REVOLT IN ROUMANIA. 

BUCHAREST, April 19.—The revolt of the 
peasants is subsiding. ‘It is. believed that the 
measures adopted by the. Govtrnwent will 
speedily suppress the rising, The Jelegratul 
says that if the Government desires to: effectu- 
ally quell the revolt it should demand the 1im- 


Mediate recall of M. Hitrovo, the Russian Min- 
ister, Whom it accuses of originating the 
rising. 

The details of the rising of the peasants which 
bave reacbeil this city describe the revolt as 
Wiie-pread, the peasants destroying houses and 
property iu most villages. The bDouses of land- 
owners and farmers have been sucked and 
wrecked, granaries pillazed, and the local offi- 
ciaiy barvarously treated, a number of them 
having been kiiled.§ The territerial troops 
joined in the pillage and tired upon the troops 
of the line. Since instructions were sent to tue 
troops to adopt severe weasures for tie sup- 
pression of the revolta host of the insurzeuts 
have been killed and wounded or taken prison- 
ers. The prisons are crowded. Fugitives cun-

BENSON PLANS AN KESOAPE. 


HOW HE WAS TO GET OUT OF LUDLOW- 
STREET JAIL. 

Harry Benson, or Charles Bourbon, or 
Mayer, who, in the Fall of 1886, cheated resi- 
dents of the city of Mexico out of $22,000, vy 
representing that he was advance agent for t he 
Patti concerts, and who for some time has been 
a prisoner in Ludlow-Street Jail, awaiting ex- 
tradition, has been planninganescape. Warden 
Keating became suspicious of him several weeks 
ago, and instructed the keeperg to watch him 
closely. A few days later, when John McUabe 
was on duty near Benson's cell, the prisoner 
began to jibe him about his watchchain. ‘ Mo- 
Cave,” he said, “ what do you want to go around 
with an old brass chain like that for when there 
are 80 many dogs loose in the street that want 
fastening up?’ 

McCabe said that it was the best he could 
afford. 

Benson said, suggestively, that if McCabe 
liked he could put him in the way of getting 
money enough to buy a gold chain and some- 
thing to boot, and McCabe, desiring to know 
what Benson was aiming at, became chatty, anda 
at last was offered $500 for a wax impression of 


the key of the door which conimunicated with 
the exercising yard of the jail and «a hke sum 
wuen he should gain his liberty. 

McCabe reported the offer tv the Warden and 
Went with him to Sherif Grant. At their sug- 
gestion he acted like a willing accomplice and 


-gaiued Benson's confidence te learn that bis conti- 


dentialageot was John Kelly, who wentto Eurupe 
with him as w servant. Benson gave. Mccabe 
wax on which a false impressivn of the key was 
taken, after the wax bad been marked for identi- 
fication by the Sheriff, and McvUabe gave the 
wax back to Benson. 

In due time McCabe was introduced to Kelly 
and learned of his scheme tu release his mas- 
ler. A part of it was tu hire & rovio in a house 
in Broome-street which overlooked the exercis- 
ing yard of the jail, and to be ready at the 
proper mument to throw a.rope ladder over the 
wall. Keily admitted that he was the custodian 
of much of Benson’s ill-gotten wealth, and 
that it “the job’ was successful there was 
money enough to reward all whe had a hand in 
the jail delivery. 

fuspector Byrnes was consulted, and McCabe 
Was instructed to go ahead and learn all he 
could about Kelly. He ascertained that Kelly’s 
cuntidapt anu aily was Edwara A. Bertline, a 
hotel porter of 77 East One Hunired and 
Seventeeuth-street. Beuson was in currespond- 
ence With thew, aud be had such faith in Mce- 
Cabe that he made him the bearer of the letters 
aud the replies, copies of which were taken lbe- 
fore delivery. Keily cannot read, sv the letters 
Were read to him by McCabe. On Wednesday 


night the evidence against Kelly aud Bertine , 


was complete, aud they were locked up at Police 
Headquarters, and yesterduy tuey aud McCube, 
who bad been arrestedas a slam, Were arraigned 
ani remanded at the Jefferson Market Pulice 
Court. ‘They will be charged either -with  con- 
spiracy or a Violation of section 88 of the Penal 
Code, Which makes 1t a@ felony to aid in the 
escape of a prisoner. 

Bertine hastened to confess. All that McCabe 
kuew was contirmed, but the plan wus not quite 
agreeable to Bensuu, who thought that the op- 
portunity to escape did not come quickly 
enough. When United States Marshal Bernhard 
took him to court Benson said he was not hand- 
cufted and went on foot, and be thought 1t would 
be easy to escape iu the Federal Building by throw- 
ing pepper in the Marshbal’s eyes and having a 
confederate to cover his retreat aud provide bim 
with a coach, Kelly gud Bertine, at Benson's 
desire, ‘made ‘arrangements with two Eighth 
Ward desperadoes to help them rescue Beuson 
in _ Street, and promised them $1,000 each in 
cash. 

Kelly, when told that Bertine had confessed, 
made baste to unbosom himself, and acknowl- 
edged that his confederate’s story was, in the 
main, true. 

Bensou was so anxious to get out that he put 
@ premium of $10,000 on his escape, and prom- 
ised to take McCabe to Europe and support him 
for tive years, when bis (McCabe's) crime would 
be outlawed. One of the details of the scheme 
of escape by the yard was that, on the day set, 
a conlederate should teleg:caph to Warden Keat- 
ing in the uame of afriend that he was wanted 
by him immediately. The Keeper in charge of 
the gate was to be given @ narcotic in liquor, 

Warden Keating claims the credit of discover- 
ing Bensou’s schemes. He had tried. tnne and 
aguin to ha¥é Kelly rollowed to his hume but had 
falled. Once he invited Kelly to dine with him 
and while they discussed the meal men were 
posted so as to follow Kelly, no watter what 
direction he took. The scheme failed, however. 
Another dinner terminated. with a like result, 
ouly that the Warden fwagined that be had 
gained Kelly’s contiience because Kelly offered 
hima box at a theatre fur his family. Atlast 
the Warden became anery and said to Kelly, 
“ Now, you don’t come in here again.” 

Kelly laughed and said, **You’re not half as 
Rinart as you think you ure. You don’t yet 
know where [ iive.”’ 

Keily’s apartment was searched last evening 
and about $5,000 and diamonds worth $2,000 
were seized aud taken to Police Headquarters.

THE FUTURE OF THE NEW SOUTH. 

Irnaca, N. Y., April 19.—Ex-President 
Andrew D. White, just returned irom a Win- 
ter’s tour through the South, expresses very 
sanxuine views copcerning the social and eco- 
nomic future of the new South. He says: “I 
like the character of the peopleI met. A good 
feeling everywhere prevails toward the Uniun. 
The South is heartily and thoroughly recon- 
structed. A great awakening in business is evi- 
denced. Though many cities, like Mobile, have 
been stranded by the new railroad syste, yet 
there 1s au lmmense development at the rail- 
road centres. Iwmigration is coming chiefly 
frora the Northwest. Thousands of would-be 
settlers are iu the South looking for suitable 
places to locate. There is a rapid advancement 
in the educational interests of the South, 
although there is as Yet-no approximation to a 
coeducation of races. ‘lhe whites are opposed 
toitand the biacks do not wishit. The ques- 
tion between mixed and separate schools will 
settle itself satisfactorily if bad bleod is not 
aruused.” President White was interested in 
the development of university education. It 
hus been said thatin New-Orieaus there is no 
public having use for university advantuzes; 
but Tulane University, toundeda with $1,500,- 
000 enduwment, and modeled after Cornell 
University, has found or created such a public, 
and is prosperous and influential. Straight 
University in New-Orleans, foundea for the 
blacks, affurds exceilent iiterary, scientitic, and 
technical instruction.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


THE DAKOTA DIVISION BILL 
PASSED IN 1BRE SENATE. 
COURAGE LACKING TO PREVENT THE 

STAR CHAMBER CONSIDERATION OF 

THE FISHERIES TREATY. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—The tiresome 
rehash of all the criminatione and reorimina- 
tions conecerning the Presidential election of 
1876 and the Loutsians Returning Board of that 
year, which has filled up the time of the Senate 
for two or three days, cametoan end late this 
afternoon, and when it ceased the bill to divide 
the Territory of Dakota and admit the southern 
portion as a State was passed. Neither party 
weakened in its position on the bill, and 
it was passed by the voter of 26 
Republicans, who were opposed by 23 
Democrats. Every one of the latter stood 
ready to favor an enabling act for the admission 
of Dakota as one State, but all were opposed to 
dividing the Territory. Most of them regarded 
on enabling act as the only constitutional 
method of adinission. Mr. Butler's substitute 
bill, carrying out these views, was defeated by 
the same vote as that which passed the Dill. 
The bill declares the State of South Dakota a 
State of the United States of America, and rati-: 
fies and confirms (subject to certain provisions) 
the constitution which the peopleof South Da- 
kota have formed for themselves. It fixes the 
boundaries of the State, and gives the State con- 
current jurisdiction of the River Mis- 
souri and every other river bordering 
on the State. Until the next census and 
apportionment South Dakota is to have 
two representatives in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. It appropriates $25,000 to defray 
the expenses of the Constitutional Convention 
that has been held; sets apart 2 sections in 
each township for school lauds; 30 sections for 
the erection of public buildings at the capital; 
90 sections for an agricultural college, and 20 


sectious for a penitentiary—exemptiny all miner- 
al lands from such grants. The lands 80 granted 
are tu be sold onl, at public sale, aud at nut less 
than $5 an acre and not exceeding one-quarter 
section to auy one persgn. It provides for 
United States Courts and fora division of the 
public debt of the former Territory of Dakota, 
be portion of the former Territory not within 
the State of South Dakota is to cunltinue asa 
Territory under the name of North Dakota, with 
Biswarck as its capital.

Seizures of American 
vessels, fullowed by imposition of penalties for 
Violation of the Canadian law, have 
been frequent and are the cause of 
constant irritation on the part of their 
owners and of lake navigators generally. 
A bill has been introduced intuy the Dominion 
Parliument extending the same privilexes on 
similar conditions to American vessels which 
the Nutting bill does to Canadians. Provision 
is made in the American Dill that it shall not 
take effect until the Canadiane have extended 
tue same privileges to the Americans. The Nut- 
ting bill incluces the Woilaod Canal, the canal 
improvements between Lakes Erie and Huron, 
aud the waters of the St. Mary’s River and the 
St, Mary’s Canal. 


The Committee on Foreign affaira of the House 
acted favorably to-day on the Brussels Exyposi- 
tion bill, in the ahape in which it has already 

assed the Senate, and upon the question of 
coining in an interoatiunal permanent geodetic 
conference at Berlin, the cost of which to the 
United States js estimated at something less 
than $500 per annum, aud which is approved 
3 both the Treasury and State Departments.

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ALL PARIS IN AN UPROAR 


BOULANGERS MAROA TO THE 
CHAMBER. 


HIS FOLLOWERS TRY TO DRAW HIS 
CARRIAGE—THE GENERAL’S MES- 
SAGE TO HIS FRIENDS IN AMERICA.

Lonpown, April 19.—Our Paris correspond- 
ent sends an account of what seems to have 
been @ momentous day in Paris. In the midst of 
bright sunshine coming between twu heavy 
April showers, Boulanger made his triumphal 
tour through the streets to the Chamber of 
Deputies. Since the fall of the empire no sim- 
llar ovation has been given any public man. 
Shortly before 3 o’clock an open carriage left 
the Hotel Louvre and proceeded along the Rue 
Rivoli. Inside were MM. Laguerre and Laisant 
on the front seat, with the General, of course, 
occupying the post of honor intherear. Then 
began something like an imperial progress. 
Along the whole route rose one continuous roar 
like a mighty English cheer. Near the ThéAatre 
Francais, ‘where there was a_ prodigious 
gathering, efforts were made to unharness the 
horses and drag the carriage, but Boulanger 
himself dissuaded the people doing this. When 
the landau started again there was more cheer- 
ing thanever. From doors, windows, and bal- 
conles arose cries of * vive Boulanger!” above 
which rosevyells of ‘“‘a bas Ferry!” At length 
the Place Concorde was reached. The whole 
roadway and obalustrades of the Tuileries 
gardens were lined with crowds of sympathiz- 
ers and sightseers, as was the bridge. The 
general public had been pushed back by the 
police and garde municipale, and some hooting 
at tha authorities mingled with the cheers for 
the General. As the carriage entered, the gates 
were closed and Boulanger alighted, fullowed 
by his friends, He smiled beamingly as he en- 
tered the lobby hall, and seeing somebody about 
to cheer he held up his hand, and sur- 
rounded by MM. Laguerre, Susini, Vergoin, 
and Laisant, he signed his name at the office 
and straightway entered the hall and took his 
seat at the extreme left, from which group his 
friends had just been eliminated. 

Our correspondent watched the scene from 
the diplomatic tribune, where Lord and Lady 
Lytton and acrowd of attachés were seated. 
There was a perceptible thrill through the as- 
semblage as the General came in. About a 
score of Deputies ran down to shake hands with 
him. The restof the Deputies sat mute and 
guve no sign, but the faces of all revealed sup- 
pressed agitation, unrest, and anxiety for the 
unknown future. 

Boulanger’s entrance was at what Bismarck 
calls a ** psychological moment.” Floquet, in 
his nervous manner, had been haranguing the 
Chamber, making a declaration of Ministerial 
policy, which he feltto be atrifie gratuitous. 
He announced that although determined that 
his Cabinet should be a progressive one, was 
not disposed to fall into the trap of revision hela 
out by the Monarchists. He then said some 
hard words, quite in Ferry’s style, about “ pre 
tenders,” and was proceeding to expound the 
general policy of the Government when Cassa- 
gnac roared out: at 

“IT suppose you mear the Gencral’s policy !” 

There was great laugiiter at this,in the midst of 
which Boulanger made his appearance and took 
his seat. The proceedings which followed were 
tame. Floquet’s appeal for a vote of contidence 
was met by a friendly majority of 200, imme- 
diately after which the Chamber voted by 125 
majority to appoint a Committee on Revision of 
the Constitution on Saturday, which Floquet 
had not desired but sbrinked from opposing 
straight out. 

Boulanger’s retura from the Palais Bourbon 
to the Hotel Louvre was scene of indescribable 
enthusiasm. The Place Concorde was simply 
jainmed with a vast crowd, cheering like mad. 
Flowers were thrown from wiudows into the 
carriage. To-night all Paris talks of nothing’ 
else but Boulauger, and except among the Op- 
Portunists there is no visible opposition to 
him. Itseems really as if a legend was grow- 
ing up around his name. There were incessant 
demonstrations this evening not only near the 
Hotel Louvre butin various parts of the city. 
Cries of “ Vive Boulanger!” were heard évery- 
where, and echoes of songs were in all the 
streets. 

There had been talk of a possibie demonstra- 
tion to-day, led by M. Joffrin, but it was aban- 
doned. Our correspondent late in the evening 
had an laterview with Boulanger, who said: 

“I will never allow myself to be drawn 
into any group, and I even may not go 
regularly to the Chamber of Deputies. I 
shall be firm, calm, and patient, I may 
not represent the nation yet, but I 
jivein hopes ‘of doing so. My policy is essen- 
tially practical and constructive to make our 
Republican institutions conform to those of 
America instead of being built as now onthe 
hybrid English model, which is wholly unsuited 
to the genius of the French character. In this 
work all true French citizens will be my friends. 
Tell them this in America where I know many 
good people, and wnere seme of my fellow- 
countrymen may be asking themselves if Iam 
acharlatar, Tell them Iam not.”

FOTHERINGHAM GETS A VERDICT. 

St. Louis, April 19.—The jury in the suit 
of David 5. Fotheringham against the Adams 
Express Company for damages for false impris- 
onment to-day agreed on a verdict of $20,000 
for the plaintiff. The case grew out of the “Jim 


Cummings” express robbery onthe ‘Frisco road 
in 1886, when the robbers secured $53,000. A 
year ago the three robbers, Wittrock, Haight, 
and Weaver, were captured in Chicago and 
$41,000 of the stolen money was recovered. 
The men eonfessed, exonerating the express 
messenger, David 8. Fotheringkam, who had 
been held and, as it seemed to the jury, hounded 
by W. H. Damsell, the agent of the company 
and Piukerton’s detective. Thesum asked for as 
damages was $60,000, and suit was originally 
instituted against Pinkerton, Damsell, and the 
Adams Express Company, but the detectives 
and the agent were dropped outof the suit. 
Tue sum of $20,000 awardei by the jury was 
the full amount claimed on the first count of the 
indictment—that of false imprisonment. In the 
other two counts—for malicious prosecution— 
the jury awarded nvuthing. Anevening paper 
sums up the cost of the robbery to the express 
company as follows: Detective expenses and at- 
torneys’ fees in the first prosecution, $1,139; 
mortgage raised on Mrs. Wittrock’s house, 
$1,700; Robert A. Pinkerton and assistants, 
$10,000; Henry D. Laughlin, attorney for the 
express company, $10,000; railroad fares and 
other expenses, estimated. $15,000; money 
taken by the robhers and not returned, $12,000; 
yerdict for damages, $20,000; actual cost to she 
company. $69,839. Besides this must be added 
the coat of the court.

OHIO PRESENTS SHERMAN 


BUT BLAINE OR FORAKER 
HER REAL OHUVICE. 

THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION GOES 

THROUGH WITH ITS APPOINTED Task 


IN THE MIDST OF MUCH APPLAUSE. 
For Presideni—JouN SHERMAN. 
For Electors at Large—Isaac P. Lamreson of 
Cuyahoga; ALFRED H. Mattox of Hamilton. 
For Secretary of State—DanieL J. Ryan of 
Scioto.

DayYTON, Ohie, April 19.—Withan abiding 
faith in the refusal of all the other States to fol- 
low their example; with undiminished devo- 
tion to Blaine ef Maine, and in full sympathy 
with the ambition of Joseph Benson Foraker to 
be President if Blaine will not run, the Ohio 
Republicans have “respectfully presented” 
John Sherman to be supported as their 
choice at the National Convention, and have 
selected Gov. Foraker, Representatives Mc- 
Kinley and Butterworth, and ex-Gov. Foster aa 
the delegates at large, to ‘“‘ use all honorable 
means to sscure his nomination as President of 
the United States.” There was no pledge given. 
If it was asked it was refused. The Governor, 
whose yearning for the Presidential nomination 
was yesterday referred to in the convention by 
Mr. Butterworth, as altogether excusable, will 
go to Chicago little embarrassed. As he declared 
himself, he will stand by Sherman only so long 
as there is a button on his coat. 

While Foraker did not hesitate to prepare by such 
a plain statement the other States for a change 
by the Ohio delegates to Chicago, his compara- 
tively guarded language inadequately suguests 
the hollowness of the formal pretense for Sher- 
man. Tne fact is that the Sherman men made 
their great effort at Toledo last July. Since then 
Sherman has been compelled to forego 
the pleasure of “fixing” districts te 
suit himself. The Governor, with the 
State Committee and the State patronage 
at hand for his service, has permitted 
the talk for Sherman to go on, while in all but @ 


few of the Congressional districts the delegates 
chosen in Sherman’s name are men who will ba 
for Blaine if he will accept the nominatien, and 
for Foraker as soon as it can be shown that 
Sherman cannot be nominated. The delegation 
“at large” are equally divided as between 
original and» sound Sherman men and 
men who hope to see “the last but- 
ton” taken from his coat at an early 
stage of the National Convention proceedings. 
Foraker and McKinley are zealous Blaine wen, 
or as Zealous as they can be with the vew hope 
in their breasts that Foraker way secure the 
nomination. Fosterisa Sherman maz, but he 
will go at the head ofa delegation over which 
he will exert little influence. Butterworth 
isa Sherman manu who held the Onio dele- 
gation for Sherman in 1880, Ieng after 
it was expected to break for Grant or Blaine, 
but he is also a warm friend of Gov. Foraker, 
and when the time cymes he would gracefully, 
if reluctantly, consent toa transfer of tho Ohlo 
vote from Sherman to Foraker. His vpinien of 
Blaine is well kuown, but his aversion to “the 
Plumed Knighv’ does not affect his regard for 
Foraker, to whom he is personally warmly at- 
tached. 

There was no sacritice of bope in Foraker’s 
success in permitting the ccnvention tc pass 
resolutions tor Sherman, and to seud a delega: 
tion at large to vote for him in the Nativual 
Convention. The Stute has selected, in addiction 
to its 4 delegates at large, 32 district dele- 
gates from 13 Congressional districts. ‘ney are 
all nominally for Sherman as loug as there is ‘a 
vutton on his coat,” but Foraker’s aptful qualifi- 
cation, flippant and undignitied as it seemed, 
Was not thonghtlessly or curelessivy uttered. A 
glance at the character of the delegation already 
Chosen is desirable to prepare one te pruperly 
appreciate the feebleness of Sherman’s hold 
upon his own State. 

o the First District Dr. WV. T. Graydon ant 
Howard Ferris are the delegates, Graydou 
thinks Sherman has been tov toug dvefore ihe 
— to expect to be acceptable as a canilidate. 
ferris is quoted as saying that, while he is for 
Sherman, he seea that the tenflency of ths party 
is to make use of available young men, aad Le 
is regarded as for Blaine or Foraker. Amos 
Smith, one of the Second District delexates, 
was an office bulder under Sherman and is 
accounted a Sherman man because he is ayxainst 
Blaine, while his cofleague, Frank Tucker, was 
selected by the Young Men's Blaine Club of 
Cincinnati. O. B. Brown, while nominally a 
Shermau man, was elected in Dayton over 
Mayor “Bill” Bickhaww, editor of the Journal, 
who bad coustituted Limself guardian of Sber- 
man’s interests in this sectiou. Dr. Lowes, 
the second delegate, was appointed a mem- 
ber of the Boari of Elections by Gvv. 
Foraker and is one of the Governor's admirers. 
George P. Waldorf, inthe Fourth District, and 
A. M. Kuhn, his colleague, are consenting but 
not enthusiastic Sherman mon. In the Fifth 
District the delegates chosen are W. H. Gibson, 
who is for Sherman or any Ohio man, and E. J. 
YVotten, who is for Sherman, like the 
Governor, “so long as there is a button 
on his coat.” John Little of the Seventh 
District is really for Sherman, buttons 
or no buttons, while his colleague, J. B. Swing, 
is not accounted so enthusiastic a supporter. 
John Foos, delegaté from the Eiehth, was 3g 
college mate of Foraker, beat Keifer, who was 
a Sherman candidate, and gues to the coenven- 
tion besides Festus Walters, who beat Judge 
Lawrence, Sherman’s particular friend and bis- 
torian and the custudian of the votes of all the 
wool-growers in Ohio, 

In the Tenth District one delegate, J. B. Lucky, 
is non-cowmittal, while the «ther defeated aSher 
man candidate inastraight fignt E. 8. Wilson 
of the Eleventh is a Sherwan wan, wuilie S. M. 
Brandyberry is a strong Foraker man as well as 
a friend of Sherman. A. W. Doan and Martiu 
Bogys of the Twelfth are Classeg us Sher- 
man men as long as there is a chance 
for his nomination, but nut anthusiastic 
by any means. J. P. Bliss, for the Thirteenth 
District, was elected at Columbus as an s2tl- 
Sherman wan, and J. W. Jones, his cojleague, 
is alao an anti-Sherman delegate, who will vote 
for Sherman as long as Foraker heads that way. 
In the Fifteenth District C. L. Kurtz, private 
secretary to Gov. Foraker, and W. W. Merrick, a 
believer in young blood tor high places, are the 
delegates. Of the two delegates for the Sixteenth 
DistrictS. J. Davisis a strong Foraker wan and 
M. Churchill is a Sherman man of the Foraker 
cast. R. N. Chamberlin and T. 8. Morgan of the 
Eighteenth are chosen in the strongest Blaine 
district in the State, and will be glad to see “the 
last button come off early.” The delegates from 
the Nineteenth District, William Grunnell and 
William H. Johnson. are regarded as safe Sher- 
man wen. M. T. Herrick and M. A. Hanaa, the 
delegates from the Twenty-firas District, are 
both strong Blaine meo, ana both are supporters 
of Gov. Foraker. 

The score stands as analyzed after a caucus of 
Sherman and Foraker men at the conventivn, 20 
district delegates nominally tor Sherman, but 
really for Blaine or Foraker, and 10 district 
delegates for Sherman in preference te Blaine 
or Foraker. Witu the delegates at large chosen 
to-day the score is 12 for Sherman and 22 fer 
Sherman tempororily, with prayers for au early 
deliverance. The Sixth, Niath, Feurteenthb, 
Seventeenth, and Twentieth Districts are 
yet to elect. They will all select delecates 
who will comply with the request of the 
State Convention, but about half of them will be 
men acceptable to the Goveruor’s friecds par- 
ticularly.

The Republican Party of Ohio in convention as-

~y Toledo, present the following additional declara- 
ons: 


First—Free aad untrammoled suffrage lies at the 
foundation of the Republic, and its restoration by 
svery constitutional means in States where it has 
been overthrown or impaired and its maintenance 
ever, where is our scttied and determined ied Pg 
Wo denounce the Democratic Party for its uullifica- 
tion of the war amendments to the Constitution 
whereby the Kepublicans of the South are practical- 
ly denied a voice in the Government of the Nation 
and the power of the Democrats of that section is un- 
lawfully augmented. Wecharge thatthe Democratic 
Party is now in the enjoyment of power confessedly 
procured by the unlawful suppressiou of the fran- 
chise in the Southern States. We affirm that the 
acceptance of power thus secured, the apparent 
purpose of the party to continue the methods men- 
tioned, and its shameless defense of the criminals 
who in the States of Maine, [ilinois, Indiana, anid 
Ohio have sought to stifie the popular will by frauds 
and forgeries, justify us in charging that it has 
practically become, in a national sense, an organized 
conspiracy against free and fair elections. In view 
of these facts, and believirg that to deprive the 
logally-qualified voter of his franchise or to impair 
the publie confidence in the fairness of the count is 
to weaken and ultimately destroy free institutions, 
we call upon the patriotic citizens of Ohio to rebuke 
the party responsible for these crimes against suf- 
frage, and wo demand of Congress that in the exor- 
cise of tts constitutioual authority it enact such 
laws as will insure freedom anid fairness in tho elec- 
tions of Representatives to Congress. 

Second--We favor such economic legislation as 
will protect all American iudustries thatcan be 
profitably pursued by American citizens; we insist 
that our producers are ontitled to the control of 
their own markets to the extent of their ability to

Seventh—The Republicans of Ohio recognize the 
merits, services, and abilities of the statesmen 
who have been mentioned for the Republican nom- 
ination for the Presidency, and, loyal to any one 
who may be selected, present John Sherman to the 
country as eminently qualitied and fitted for the 
‘luties of that exalted office, and the delegates to 
the Republican National Convention this day se- 
lected are directed to use all honorable means to 
secure his nomination as President of the United 
States. 

Whatever mar have been the causes, the re- 
port of the committee did not carry any electri- 
fying power witi it. The paragraph tor Sher- 
man was applaudsd, but the applause was not 
vehement nor prolonged. An unruly delegate, 
who persisted in allowing his admiration for 
Foraker to get the better of his discretion, and 
who insisted upon proposing untimely cheers 
for him, was taken out ef the convention by the 
police, protesting to the last against the unfair- 
ness of the proceeding.: ‘The applanse for 
Sherman at the close of the reading of 
the report was given in disconnected 
yella and yelps, not with the solid 
cheers heard later on for Blaime. Just as the 
resolution was declared adopted » man in the 
bandstand pulled a string, a blue screen dropped 
from the areh above the ourtain, and there was 
revealed in blue letters against a ground of 
white the inseription “Ohio in 1888 fer John 
Sherman.” The Columbus Grove Giles Club, 
that was not very musical, and was somewbat 
uncertain about tts allegiance to Sherman, gang 
several songs. The first declared that “John 
Sherman will go to the White House sure” to the 
refrain of *‘ Roli, Potomac, Roll,” but the singers 
were as inconsistent as the Governor in his 
speech of yesterday, for they sang a verse in 
which they insisted that “Foraker is headed 
for the White House too,” which provoked more 
applause. It remained for another verse in 
which they referred to ‘‘that matchless man 
from Maine’ to draw a round of shouts and 
long-continued applause, the most boisterous 
and genuine yet heard in the convention, 
the delegates jumping to their feet and 
waving heats and handkerchiefs as they 
shouted for Blaine. But there was an- 
Other company of masicians ready, and 
as the convention was willing to be amused, it 
listened to the Shermon Giee Club of Cineinnati 
while it sung very nieely indeed some campaign 
songs composed by Mr. “ Bill” Smith, the pre- 
ceptor of the organization. They maintained in 
verse that Sherman is “the hope of the Nation,” 
and also that ‘‘ Ohio has a boy” who is to win, 
and inspired the delegates with bounding hops 
when they carolled in waltz time that * great 
Grover will shifter when Sherman takes the 
oake.”’ 

There was no time lost in speechmaking when 
it was in order to nominate a Secretary of State. 
Senator Kerr of Mansfield named Dantel J. 
Ryan of Portsmouth. No ether nominations 
were offered and the very unusual compliment 
was paid to the candidate of suspending the 
rules in order to nominate him by acclamation. 

There was acontest over the Supreme Court 
Judigship. Samuel A. Wildman of Huron, 
Charles A. Bowers of Williams, Harvey Pratt of 
Lucas, Jaceb F. Burkett of Hancock, J. P. Brad- 
bury of Meigs, and John A. Price of Logan were 
put in nomination with btographical and geo- 
graphical arguments in behalf of each. Judo 
Bradbury led in the balloting from the start 
and his friends made early efforts to obtain a 
nomination by a«acciamation, When Miani 
County was reached the opposition gave it up 
and Bradbury wus declared to be the unanimous 
choice of the convention. 

After a short contest between Wells 8. Jones 
of Pike, Henry Korb of Hamilton, and F. J. 
McColloech of Logan for mersber of the Board of 
Publie Works, McColloch and Korb were with- 
drawn, and Jones, who now holds the office, was 
nominated. 


The convention freshened up to its work when 
the Chairman announced that nominations for 
delegates at large to the Chicago Convention 
were nextinorder. Mr. J. B. Brown of Lucas 
was at hand, not far from the rostrum. He 
briefly and directly set forth the propriety of 
relecting Ohio’s Governor, J. B. Feraker, to 
Lead the delegation. ‘I'he convention suspended 
tue rules, chose Foraker by acclamation and 
cheered at the result. 


Ther the struggis over the remaining three 
felagates began. Oscar 8. Martin ef Clark Coun- 
ty, from his place on the floor, spoke for Asa 8. 
Sushnell,- who was vocifrously cheered as a 
‘slarge-hearted, enthusiastic, and enterprising 
Republican, an effective organizer, and a lead- 
ing representative of American industries, now 
in their hour of peril.”

On mo- 
tion of Judge W. H. West, C. L. Maxwell of 
Greene, and Col. Bob Harlan of Hamilton both 
colored Men were: chosen by acclamation, and 
Levi W. Brown of Fulton and Frank Baird, a 
‘“‘hustler”’ from Perry, were added to complete 
the list. I. P. Lampson of Cuyahoga and A. H. 
Mattox of Hamilton were selected as Electors 
at Large. The conyention then adjourned. 

There was little interest discovered to-day in 
the convention. Inthe references to the tariif 
question the platform denunciations of the pend- 
ing tariff legislation passed almost without a 
hand of applause. The excitement and enthusat- 
asm which characterized the Toledo Con- 
vention were lacking. The temper of the 
delegates was that of submission, of well- 
organize consent to postpone action in 
accordance with their feelings until 
@ convenient seasen. The performance ean de- 
ceive no one, It does not mislead any ene here. 
There igs uo pretense among individuals of a 
sincere desire to see Sherman nominated. He is 
not admired, and he is not believed to have 
drawing power enough tv carry New-York, New- 
Jersey, and Connecticut, or even Indiana. 
Behind the Sherman mask the Foraker men 
will wait. They per have “inside” — in- 
formation that Blaine will not accept 
the nomination, even if presented on a cold 
plate. Atall events they privately indulge in a 
prediction that Foraker may get the nomina- 
tiop as Garfield got it, and that he will go into 
the campaign with a rush and dash, swing 
around the circle in the hope of capturing sev- 
eral Southern States, and stir up the North 
with acampaign characterized by an aggres- 
siveness never 60 much as dreamed of by Blaine 
of Maine.

KILLED DY HER LOVER.

HE THEN SENDS A BULLET 
THROUGH HIS OWN THEAD. 
PORTLAND, Me., April 19.—A very peculiar 
and touching tragedy was enacted hers this aft- 
ernoon when Edward H. Chase of New-York 
shot and instantly killed Mra. Ida Stevens of 
Gardiner. From all that can bo learned 
Chase and the woman were old lovers, both 
having been friends in youth. A_ etter of 
Chase’s showed that he is the son of Dr. E. P. 
Chase of New-York City; that he came hereoa 
week ago to meet on earth for the last 
time Mrs. Stevens, who agreed to be 
in this city during the Methodist Con 
ference, that at first they were to part forever 
but afterward, his heart having failed him, he 


deeided to commit the awful aeed. Letters 
wero addreséed to his wife and children, and 
aiso his father and mother, explaining that 
Mrs. Stevens was the only woman he ever loved, 
and that he could not live without her any 
longer. 

Chase registered at the City Hotel under the 
assumed name of Johnson, and Mrs. Stevens 
visited her aunt, Mra. Josselyn. On the person 
of the woman was feund a letter proposing the 
interview this afternoon, They met at 
the Union Railroad Station, she having 
Vidden friends good-bye to take the 
5 o’clock train to Gardiner. They walked about 
the station for some time, when all at once 
Chase drew a revolver and shot her dead 
through the right temple. Leaning over her 
prostrate body he then puta bullet almost 
through his own head. He was conscieus when 
picked up. Mrs. Stevens's body was taken toa 
neighboring undertaker’s. 

Mrs. Stevens is the daughter of ex-Mayor 
Major Ladd of Gardiner. She was about 30 
years of age. She has left no children. At a 
ate hour to-night Chase was unconscious and 
his wound is probably fatal. To show that the 
woman was ready to die with him the following 
extract from a letter to her parents shows: 
‘“‘We prefer death to separation. Good-bye. 
Forget that I have ever lived.’’

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ALLIES OF THE BREWERS 


KNIGHTS OF LABORk ARRAYED 
AGAINSI THE MEN. 
DISTRICT ASSEMBLY NO, 49 SEEKING 
REVENGE—EMPLOYERS REFUSE TO 

SUBMIT TO ARBITRATION. 

A new feature was developed yesterday 
in the fight between the Brewers’ Association 
and the Journeymen Browers’ unions, and that 
was an attack by the Executive Board of Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 49 of the Knights of Labor, 
which probably will be followed up by other 
branches of the order, against the Soclalistic 


journeymen. This, it is not unlikely, will defeat 
the unions. 

Ever since the Gorman brewers and drivers’ 
unions withdrew from the Knights of Labor, 
during the sympathetic coal strike of 1887, bit- 
ter feeling has existed between these unions, 
who belong almost entirely to the Socialists and 
the Knights otf Labor. The men of No. 49 say 
that the brewera when they withdrew from the 
order did not state the truth when they gave as 
a reason for their withdrawal the request of No. 
49 to join in the sympathetic strike. That was 
simply an excuse. One reason was at that time 
serious charges were pending against Secretary 
Herbrand of the National Brewers’ Union, 
which if they had been substantiated 
in the courts of the order would 
have resulted in hisexpulsion. That, the Knights 
of No. 49 assert, was the real reasonof their 
withdrawal. Herbrand rules the union, and bis 
decision is always accepted as the. will of the 
upion. When the brewers decided to leave the 
order they were not satisfied with withdrawing 
quietly aceording to law, but they held a mass 
meeting and openly tore to pioces their Knights 
of Laber charter, thus publicly insulting the 
order. Another reason why the brewers left 
the order was because General Master Workman 


Powderly had repeatedly spoken agaiust the 
doctrines of the Soetalists and Anarchists, to 
whish organizations nearly all the German 
brewers belong, and had advocated temperance 
prineiples. 

When the brewers left the order of the Knights 
of Labor they persuaded a number of brewery 
engineers to leave also and to organize an 
open union attached to Brewers’ Union No. 7. 
This new engineers’ union sought admission to 
the Central Labor Union, but the delegates to 
that organization from Knights of Labor local 
assemblies opposed them, and up to the present 
have managed to keep them out. The journey- 
neymen brewers attached themselves to the 
American Federation of Labor, and dhe fight 
between the Knights and the Federation 
was dragged into the Central Labor 
Union and bitterly waged there, with ad- 
vantages now in favor of the Knights 
and then in favor of the Socialists, aceording to 
the number of delegates from either army who 
happened to be in the majority at any particular 
meeting. It was eharged that at the last meet- 
ing of the Central Labor Union, at which a cer- 
tain number of breweries were enumerated as 
especially deserving of boycott, the Socialists 
happened to be in the majority, for every one 
of those breweries employed engineers who 
were Knights of Labor, and the Socialists want- 
ed thus to vent their spite against the order. 

District Assembly No. 49 bore all this in pa- 
tience and made no complaint, but on Wednes- 
day evening, the men of that district say, the 
last straw was laid upon the back of their came). 
A Knight went that evening to Forsyth-street, 
where the headquarters of the locked-out men 
are, crossed the street and purchased a box of 
cigars, with which he returned and offered to 
treat the men. Walking Delegate Pommer of 
the brewers noticed that the cigar box bore the 
label of the Knights of Labor, so he kicked it 
out of the Knight's hand into the street, and he 
and other brewers jumped upon it and atamped 
it to pieces. This was regarded as a deliberate 
insult to the order and ‘to No. 49, and s0 
the Executive Board of No. 49 determined to 
geteven at last. It held a secret meeting vea- 
terday afternoon, discussed the subject of the 
fight that the Socialistic brewers had been work- 
ing against the erder all along, and passed a 
resolution recommending to all Knights of La- 
bor who are in the habit of drinking beer to 
drink none other than pool beer, and to go and 
fill all the vacant places of the Socialists in the 
breweries and help the master brewers to de- 
feat the oppressive labor monopoly that ought 
to have no place in this country, 

One of the members of the Executive Board 
of No. 49 said that the Knights of Labor to a 
great e@tent had civilized and organized these 
barbarian Soclalistic brewers, had fed them 
when they were in want, and had succeeded in 
getting their working hours reduced and their 
wages increased from $12 to $18 a week. But 
the very moment that the Knights got into 
trouble, and would have appreeiated assistance 
from these Socialists they broke faith with 
them and deserted them. Now these Socialists 
are trying te get back into the order, but No. 49 
will have none of them. Nd. 49 has determined 
to give them a Roland for an Oliver every time 
that it can. These Socialists, continued the 
Knight, hate an American citizen, and no Amer- 
ican can can get into the brewers’ unions anless 
he lirst becomes a member of the Secial Labor 
Party. 

The Knizht was asked whether any of his fel- 
low-Knightg had taken the places of the looked- 
out men. 

“Oh, yes,” he replied, ‘the new men in Henry 
Clausen’s brewery are Knights.” He believed 
that there were 500 Knights who had found 
work in the breweries. 

Would District Assembly 49 indorse the ac- 
tiou of its Executive Board ? 

The Knight could not tell, but he believed that 
it would. Why should it notdoso? The con- 
tract which the journeymen brewers’ unions 
want the employers to sign virtually ata 
any Knight of Labor from getting employment 
in a lager beer brewery. The tirst clause of the 
contract says that only members of the National 
Union of the united brewery workmen of the 
United States who can show cards of member- 
ship of their local unions are to be empioyed in 
breweries. Ali these brewers’ unions left the 
order, and are composed of Socialists, and so no 
Knight of Labor has any chance under that con- 
tract. 

The State Board of Arbitration met yesterday 
morning at the Metropolitan Hotel, with Mr. 
Purcell in the chair. There were present from 
the Brewers’ Association President W. A. Miles, 
Henry Clausen, Mr. Beadleston, and Mr. Katzen- 
meyer. 

Chairman Purcell askea the master brewers 
whether they haa signed the agreement with 
the unions. 

Mr. Miles replied in the negative, and added 
that they could not recognize the unions and had 
got plenty ef men. 

Were the journeymen required to leave the 
union? 

They were not. 

The employers then showed a copy of the con- 
tract that the unions had required them to sign. 
It provided that no non-union malt, barrels, or 
coal was to be used in any brewery. 

The whole issue between the Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation and the men, remarked Mr. Miles, was 
that the association wanted to deal with the 
men individually. He was willing to meet his 
own men and treat with each one of them indi- 
vidually. The master brewers had already 
about two-thirds of their full complements of 
menat work. He was willing that the board 
should tharoughly investigate the matter and 
sift it to the bottom, and he hoped that an inves- 
tigation if made would be open to the repre- 
sentatives of the press. 

Later on the Commissioners listened to repre- 
sentatives of the unions. 

Julius Wiener said that what the mon asked 
for was the recognition of their national union, 
and that the contract would be a matter for 
aftereonsideration. 

R. P. Davis said that before the journeymen 
brewers were organized they received only $40 
to $50 a moath and worked long hours. After 
they bad organized they worked harmoniously 
with the master brewers until this year. 

The board then directed Secretary Madden to 
write a letter to the brewers’ association sub- 
mitting the following proposition from the jour- 
neymen's union: That the employers recognize 
the national union, and that they sign some 
agreement, and if any dispute shall arise in fut- 
ure between employers and men 1t shall be 
submitted to the State Board of Arbitration for 
settlement. 

The letter was sent to 2 Irving-place and late 
inthe evening an answer was received from 
Seifert stating thatthe propositions under no 
conditions could be accepted by the associated 
brewers of New-York. It had been decided not 
to recognizo any brewers’ union, and the em- 
ployers were determined to deal with their em- 
pvloyes individually. The associated brewers 
would not sign any agreement, as past expert- 
ence had taught them that in the matter of 
agreements the responsibility rested all on one 
side; contracts signed by the other side hav- 
ing in many Instances been disregarded, 
notably in the case of the maltsters on Wednes- 
day in malt houses counected with the brew- 
eries, Where the mon were under contract to 
work until the end of the season. - 

Mr. Seifert, in conversation, said there was no 
truth in the report that 14 of Horrman & Riib- 
sam’s oustomers had left him. Only two had 
left, and one of them was Justus Schwab. He 
had been informed that the strikers had. ap- 
pointed a committee to call on Cotrad Stein 
and ask him to sign acontract with the union 
and threatened to call out his men unless he 
signed it by nightfall. Mr. Stein refused to sign, 
and if bis men are called out he will bezin work 
with new men to-day. In view of an impending 
strike of brewers in St. Loufs Mr. Seifert tele- 
graphed to the employers there that they could 
getail the skilled men they wanted from this 
city. As to the statement of the union that only 
300 old men had gone back to work, Mr. Seifert 


remarked that George Ehret, Ringler, and, 


Rupert alone have ovet 300 of them. Several 
brewers have positively refused to take back 
any more of their eld men. As tothe charge of 
the union that the brewers want to reduce 
wages, Mr. Seifert would state that the associa- 
tion had adopted a resolution to the effect that 
if any brewer who signed the brewers’ manifesto 
in any manner violates the provisions containea 
in the manifesto by reducing the wages of his 
men, or increasing their hours of labor, he 
will be expelled from the association. +

Company struck yesterday because one of them 
Fritz Schmidt, refused to join the union, an 

ad gone to Horrman & Rtibsam’s brewery to 
break in the new men thera. 

At a meeting of the Essex County (N. J.) 
Trades Assembly that bas been helping the 
brewers to boycott beer several delegates ex- 
pressed fear of the conspiracy laws. Théy 
thought it would be better, instead of publiah- 
ing the names of boycotted firms, simply to ad- 
vertise those of their rivals. 


CINCINNATI, April 19.—A short time ago 
two brewers were discharged by a Cincinnati 
brewery for cause. The brewers’ union doe- 
manded their uncenditional reinstatement. This 
the boss brewers refused, and last night the 
owners of breweries distributed a circular 
among their employes that hereafter they would 
not negotiate with the brewers’ union but with 
the members ofitas men. This forenoon there 
was consequently a pretty general exodus of 
workmen from the breweries. Men went out 
from the following breweries: The George Weber 
Company, the Gambrinus, the Bellevue, the J. 
Walker, the Lackman, the FossSchneider, the 
Windisch Muhihauser, the Lion Brewery, the 
Jung, the Germania, and the Herancourt. Not 
more than 400 men are involved in this strike. 


KEEPING UP COURAGE. 

The large hall at Cooper Union was 
packed to overflowing last night with the 
locked-out journeymen brewers and their sup- 
porters. The proceedings were very orderly, 
although every time any of the speakers said 
anything disparaging of the “ bosses,” he was 
greeted with tumultuous applause. The plat- 
form was decorated with the flag of the United 
States and that of the beer-wagon drivers. A 
band of music lent a festive air to the oceasion. 
Edward Conlon presided. 

The first speaker was Samuel Gompoers, who 
said, among other things: ‘‘[ deny that the 
strike is at anend. I[ don’t come here to-nicht 
to speak for or against strikes, but I do say that 
there is nothing to justify the brewers in turn- 
ing 5,000 men into the streets, with all their 
dependencies. [Applause.] The record of the 
Journeymen Browers’ Union is such as to com- 
inend it to the community, instead of calling for 
mnisrepresentation and villitication.” 

In reply to the charge of the ‘* bosses” that 
they had been arbitrary, he said the facts 
proved the contrary, for out of 120 breweries 
whose employes belonged to the union, about 20 
complaints had been made during the past year, 
and these were of a trivial nature and 
were readily adjusted by arbitrators. ‘ If,” 
he continued “you don’t support your 
union in this emergency, before many 
months you will again be working for $6 or $7 
a week and 14 heursaday.” He concluded by 
saying that the bosses were striking at the very 
roots of the labor. organizations, and if they 
were successful in this attempt it would prove a 
last victory, for, instead of the law-abiding and 
peaceable union men they would have to deal 
with a chaotic mob, 

Louis F, Herbrand, Secretary of the Journey- 
men Brewers’ Association, exhorted the men 
to stand firm in their fight, predicting ultimate 
success, He referred very caustically to the 
actions of the Brewers’ Association, and of the 
President of that body in particular, all men- 
tion of this latter gentleman being greeted with 
whirlwinds of hisses, 

8. E. Shevitch was the next speaker. “I am 
convinced,” he said, “that this lock-out is an 
organized conspiravy on the part of the capital 
of this country to crush us out, and yon, the 
workmen, yourselves, are in & sense cul- 
pable for this stave of things, If you 
allow the brewers to gain this ficht 
it will mean a rout all over the line, 
Intelligent people with whom I have talked are 
all of one opinion—that is that the workingman, 
and especially the German workingman, will 
sell his family, his wife, himself and everything, 
but he must have his beer. Now is the time to 
test the truth of this, or the lie. 

“ As to the way of winning this fight I advise 
= to join the prohibition movement. The boss 

rewers all belong to the Democratic Party, and 
if there is a strong movement that we don’t 
want any brewers at all in this State, and this

IN ITS NEW ARMORY. 


The Second Battery celebrated last even- 
ing the opening of its new armory, in Broadway, 
between Fifty-seconad and Fifty-third streets. 
The armory floor was crowded with guests, the 
military portion of whom were in full-dregs uni- 
form. Flags in every conceivable form of drap- 
ing adorned the walls, while the glitter of 
sabres and the polish of the saddles, which also 


hung upon the walls, gave a decided military ap- 
pearance to the scene. The ceremonies of the 
evening started off with a review of the battery, 
under the command of Capt. F. P. Earle, by 
Brig.-Gen. Louis Fitzgerald. The regular bat- 
tery drill then followed, after which the feature 
of the evening’s ceremonies took place in the 
form of a competitive platoon drill. As the suc- 
cessful platoon received as prizes gold medals 
for each of its men, this contest was both spir- 
ited and enthusiastio., 

Three platoons contended, the first command- 
ed by Fitst Lieut. David Wilson, the second by 
Second Lieut. O. L. Rogers, and the third by Sec- 
ond Lieut. G. E. Paseo. In this drill two Gatling 
guns were used, and the precision with which 
the several platoons dismembered these guns, 
transfered wheels, and literally took them té 
pieces received the reward itdeserved. Amuse- 
ment was furnished to the spectators by a feature 
in this drill of firing the guns with gradually de- 
creasing numbers, and the expedition with 
which the members of the platoons met death in 
rapid succession was warmly —— The 
first platoon won the victory and its members 
were presented with the medals by Capt. J. M. 
Brady of the Twelfth Regiment. At the close of 
the presentation of medals, the floor was soon 
covered with dancers, who moved over it to the 
tune of waltzes from Cappa’s Seventh Regiment 
Band. Among the many gueste in uniform pres- 
ent were members of the Old Guard and a large 
number of officers from many of the regiments 
of the city.

SOME REVELATIONS CONCERNING THEIR 
NATIONALITIES. 


Boston, April 19.—The Gloucester fisher- 
man, owners, and masters have just got over 
the heat of their excitement over the fisheries 
treaty when they find themselves involved in 
anew trouble. The endis not yet, but before 
thatend is reached it is quite likely that the 
United States Government may take a hand in 
the matter. This time the troubleis not with 
the seizurg of American vessels by the wicked 
Canadians, but because the Yankees have hired 
the wicked Canadians in violation of law. The 
violations of the law which were general had 
been winked at and nebody entered a protest. 
Attention was first publicly called to the matter 
by the detention of several Nova Scotia seamen 
who were held by Collector Saltonstall of this 


port for violation of the law relating to the im- 
portation of foreign labor under contract. 

This isthe time of year when hundreds of 
Nova Scotians crawl out of their holes and come 
down tothe Statesto earn Yankee dollars and 
carry them back in the Autumn. No less than 
four lots of these wandering fishermen have 
been captured down here under contract, and 
have been returned. But hundreds have come 
by rail, and have escaped the vigilance of the 
customs Officials for the time being. Not only 
many, if not the majority, of Gloucester fishing 
vessels are manned by foreign fishermen, Dutin 
many cases every official on board, from the 
Captain to cook, are foreigners. It is not an 
unfair estimate to say that three-fourths 
of the fishermen aailing to the Banks 
from Gloucester are not American 
either Li birth or adoption. This fact 
is somewhat amusing when it is remembered 
that Gloueester fishing vessel owners have sent 
a wail to heaven for further protection of their 
industry. The navigation laws of the United 
States strictly provide that no person shal! be 
master of an American vessel and sail under the 
American flag unless such peragn shall be an 
American citizen, and defore he receives his 
commission he is obliged to swear to that fact. 
Notwithstanding this law and the heavy penalty 
attached to the violation of it the fact remains 
that many of the masters commanding Glouces- 
ter vessels are net American citizens in the full- 
est sense and others not Yankees in any sense. 

Tne Post published recently alist of 21 Cap- 
tains sailing from Gloucester, all of whom are 
foreigners. Their only residence in the Unitea 
States is perhaps one week before their vessels 
sail for the Banks and one week after the vessel 
arrives in porton the return trips. Their fam- 
ilies and possessions arein the provinces. There 
they vote if they vote at all, and all their in- 
terests, with the exception of their interest in 
Yankee dollars, are there. They live there 
over six months in the year. Some of them, 
with the evident intention of evading the 
law, take out first naturalization papers, and 
on the strength of this implied intention of 
becoming citizens of the United States sail as 
American Captains under an American flag. 
They proceed no further. How the obligatory 
oaths are taken will be interesting to note when 
the investigation comes. There are Captains 
sailing Gloucester vessels to-day who have 
never been in this country more than one week 
during theirfives. Men making their first trip 
from an American port are to-day in command 
of American vessels. The iist of 21 foreign 
Captains sailing Bank fishermen is not a com- 
plete list in even this branch, and yet it includes 
one-fourth of all the Bank fishermen sailing 
from Gloucester. 

Many of these facts are characterized by 
Gloucester Men as a tissue Of falsehoods, but 
they are substantiated by more than casual in- 
vestigation, as will be Known at some future 
date. Even since the publication of the story 
in the Post a Captain aud orew arrived in 
Gloucester by rail, and they unwittingly aamit- 
ted that they had been hired by a prominent 
firm. Their vetsel was not in commission, but 
before a half hour the baggage of every man 
wus on board and the crew were getting the 
vessel ready for sea. A customs officer was on 
board at the time. -Nota man in the whole lot 
bad been in Gloucester for six months at least, 
and some never before. ‘To-day they are on 
the ocean as American fishermen. 

One way, the owners now wish it understood, 
is that these men come here, not under contract 
for stated wages, butunder shares. But thelaw 
says, ** Under contract or agreement, partly or 
specially expressed or implied.” So much for 
Gloucester. 

The stateof affairs at other fishing ports is 
similar, though perhaps the violations of the 
luw arein a lesser degree. Two Beverly fishing 
tirma engaged Captains and crews this year for 
their vessels, but the Collector of this port got 
his eye on them and sent them back to the prov- 
inces, guarded all the way to the lower bay bya 
United States tug. The men said they should 
return by rail and fulfill their contract.

JUSIIC0H WON THE FIGHT. 


A CASE OF INTEREST TO MANY THOU- 
SAND PERSONS. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., April 19.—The final 
determination of the suit of Mrs. Annie M. 
Ingram against the American Legion of Honor, 
begun in the Supreme Court of Orange County, 
seems to work a substantial triumph of justice, 
and to settle the important principle of law 
that the benefits of membership in a fraternal 
benevolent society cannot be forfeited by a 


default made in the payment of dues by a 
brother who is incapacitated by reason of 
insanity. The plaintiff in this case is the widow 
of Jesse D. Ingram, a former engineer of the 
Erie Railway, residing in Port Jervis. The 
defendant is the American Legion of Honor, a 
secret benevolent order with headquarters in 
Boston, and having 1,800 subordinate councils 
and 100,000 members scattered through the 
United States and Canada. The order issues to 
its members what are known as “ benefit certifi- 
cates,” and are in effect life insurance policies 
for stated sums, conditioned upon the payment 
of certain dues and assessments as specified by 
its rules. 

Engineer Ingram became a member ofthe 
Port Jervis Council of the crder in 1881, on 
terms which gave hima henefit certificate for 
$5,000, payable to his widow or heirs at his 
aeath. For over five years be paid all membDer- 
ship dues and assessments punctually. In Sep- 
tember, 1885, he was suddenly stricken insane, 
and while in this condition wandered away 
from home. While he was thus absent, and un- 
known to his wife, who was the beneficiary un 
der his life policy, an assessment of $2 50 levied 
on bim under the rules of the order was permit- 
ted to go unpaid at date of maturity. As soon 
as the default came to the knowledge of the 
beneticiary she tendered payment of the sum in 
arrears, which the officials of the order de. 
clined to accept. When Engineer Ingram 
died, shortly afterward, the order alse 
refused to pay the widow the $5,000 
life insurance on the ground that he 
had forfeited membership benefits in the order 
by non-payment of the before-mentioned two- 
dollar-and-a-half assessment. A suit was insti- 
tuted in behalf of the widow for the recovery 
of thesum named in the policy, which was first 
tried in July last before Justice C. F. Brown 
without a jury. The court held at this hearing 
that the default made in payment of the assess- 
ment was a bar to the plaintiffs claim. An ap- 
peal was taken from this ruling to the General 
Term of the district, which tribunal recently 
reversed the decision of the court below 
and ordered a new trial under a construction of 
the law applicable to the vase. The defendant 
order, rather than further litigate the matter, 
has now settled the case on terms, it is under- 
stood, which substantially concede the entire 
justice of the widow’s claim.

GOULD GIVES A WARNING 


MISSOURI, KANSAS AND TEXAS 
ROADS AFFAIRS. 
EXPLAINING MATTERS TO THE MIS- 

SOURI PACIFIC, WHICH LEASES THE 
ROAD, WITH SIGNIFICANT COMMENTS. 
Ata special mecting of the Directors of 
the Missourt Pacifico Railroad Company yester- 
jay, Mr. Gould, the President, presented the 
following report concerning the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas Railroad Company, which the Di- 
rectors took under advisement without further 
action atthe present time: 


New-York, April 18, 1888, 
To the Board of Directors of the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company: 

GENTLEMEN: I have called this special meet- 
ing for the purpose of presenting for your con- 
sideration the reiations, present and prospeot- 
ive, of the Missouri, Pacific Railway Company 
to the Missouri Kansas and Texas Railway Com- 
pany. Tho railway oi the latter Company, as 
>ou are aware, bas been held and operated since 

a¢@, 19, 1880, by the Missouri Pacific Company 
under a lease for 99 years, the amount of rental 
being the net earnings derived from the opera- 
tion of the railway. Under the provisions of 
the lease the net earnings are to be applied to 
the payment of interest on the various elasees 
of bonds, and any surplus thereafter remaining 
to be paid over to the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas Company. 

During the = eight years we have paid the 
bondholders their interest promptly and at the 
sauce time have been able, out of earnings, to 
complete laying the main line with steel rails. 
Rince December, 1880, the following quantities 
of steel rails have been laid in track, viz.: 
Northern Division, (old road,) 29,423 92-2240 
tons, costing $1,347,890 41; Texas Division, 
(new road,) 29,423 111-2240 tons. costing 
$1,154,452 34. Total—59,360 203-2240 tonsa, 
costing $2,502,342 75. We have also made 
large expenditures for new side tracks— 
about 100 miles of these having been 
eonstructed—for new iron bridges, bal- 
Iasting, fencing, enlarging terminal 8ta- 
tions, and for general maintenance ac- 
count. The Board of Directors of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Company during these years 
has been in harmony with that of the Missouri 
Pacific Company, and the latter company has, 
during periods of light earnings, mado advances 
necessary to meet current interest, relying upon 
future earnings for reimbursement. We have 
now advanced about $800,000, and additional 
large advances will be required to carry the 
company along until improved earnings can be 
realized from a new crop, say in August or Sep- 
tember next. In the meantime the following 
Interest payments must be met, viz.:

During the past year the credit of the com- 
pany has been severely shaken and its earnings 
largely diminished, owing to the following 
causes, Viz.: 

Diminished Earnings.—First--The entire fail- 
ure of the corn crop on the company’s lines of 
railway in Missouri and Kansas. This cause 
will, of course, disappear with new and bounti- 
fui crops. 

Second—The construction of three new lines 
into Texas, viz.: The Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé on the west, a parallel and competing line 
from Kansas City to Galveston. The 8t. Louis 
and San Francisco on the east, competing for 
Texas business to and from 8t. Louis, and the 
&t. Louis, Arkansas and Texas, reaching ail the 
main interior points in Texas, such as Fort 
Worth and Waco, These new competitors are 
not only in the fiela for a business that before 
was barely sufticient for the o!d road, but this 
competition has resulted in greatly reducing 
pre-existing rates. 

Income Bond Litigation.—Third—During the 
past two years the company has also been vig- 
orously pressed ani fiually almost driven to the 
wall by ths income nondholders, under the 
leadership of their attorney, Mr. EH, Ellery An- 
derson. This litigation culminated in an un- 
favorable decision against the company in the 
lower court, and as ths bonds required to carry 
the cass on apperl to the United States 
Supreme Court would amount to several 
millions of duvullars the alternative was 
presented of either allowing a Recéiver- 
ehip or attempting @ settlement with 
the bond and scriv holders.

Even these 
exceedingly favorable terms to the seripholaers 
were refused by holders to the amount of 
$500,000 and upward, who are now pressing 
their anit, and a judgment for the amount of 
their claims is, I am informed by otir counsel, 
likely to be entered within the next few days. 

On my return a few weeks since from an ab- 
Bence abroad it was announced in the public 
prints that a syndicate of great financial 
strength had taken hold of the affaira of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Company, and that 
a Board of Directors of equally strong names 
would be presented for election at the coming 
annual meeting of stockholders. This movement 
met my cordial approbation, and I cheerfully 
devided to make no opposition. I had given my 
time and attention to the affaira of that com- 
pany fay over eight years as ita President with- 
out receiving a dollur of salary therofora 
and T was not only willing to stand asitie 
in favor of, but also to welcome, any one 
who could render more efiiciont service. 
Just at the close of the transfer books, however, 
Mr. Buil, one of the active men in the new 
movement, sent 100 shares of stock to the 
transter office to be reissued in the following 
names: William 8 Herndon, 10 shares; J. 
Montgomery, Jr., 10; J. de Neufville, 10; Simona 
Stern, 10; E, Ellery Anderson, 10; W. L. Bull, 
50. And Mr. Martinsen, another member of the 
committes, also transferred to Rudolph Kep- 
pler 10 absres; Daniei T. Worden, 10; John J. 
McCook, 10; W. L. Bull, 70. 

It is assumed that the foregoing transfers 
were made for the purpose of qualifying the 
persous named as members of the proposed 
new Board of Directors. If this assumption i8 
correct the list, embracing as it does three law- 
yers, several brokers, and the names of soms 
who were very active in pushing the company 
to the uttermost in connection with the income 
Borip suit, is certainly a very disappointing one. 
It bas also been. announced in the public press 
that Mr. E. Ellery Anderson, the attorney 
for the income bondholders in the suit 
referred to, would be the new Presiaent 
of thé company. Itis my duty, under these cir 
cumstances, to present the foregoing facts to 
you, as if it should be decided by rour board to

The platform on which the Ohio Repub- 
licans placed their candidates quite suits 
Mr. JOHN SHERMAN’S views of what the 
people want. It does not at all suit the 
people’s own views on the same subject. It 
was full of dentnciation of the Democratic 
Party and of devotion to the principle of a 
“pure and free ballot, but it had nothing to 
say of the offense of prostituting the public 
service to personal ends or of using the 
Treasury funds-for the payment of the Sec- 
retary’s canvassing agents. On the tariff 
question it was as reactionary as Mr. SHER- 
MAN himself, and blindly ignored any de- 
mand whatever for a reduction of war 
taxes. We'do not believe this sort of thing 
will help SHERMAN in getting the nomina- 
tion; we are sure that it would be fatal to 
his election. 





About a half dozen bills have been intro- 
duced in the Legislature the purpose of 
which is to revive certain practically de- 
funct.corporations, including the Metropol- 
itan Transit Company, which seeks the 
right to buildan elevated railroad in Broad- 
way in spite of the opposition of the people. 
About the worst of these is that introduced 
by Mr. HaGGerty of Brooklyn in the As- 
sembly and by Mr. WorTH in the Senate. 
It has no merit whatever, and no support ex- 
cept such as is directly or indirectly bought 
and paid for. The bill. is intended not 
only to revive and legalize the Metro- 
politan Transit Company, but to enable it 
to change its original routes to suit itself 
and to remove the restrictions of the Cantor 
act from its proceedings and those of others 

’ with similar schemes. Strange as it may 
seem, the Assembly Railroad Committee has 
favorably reported this bill by a bare ma- 
jority of its nine ‘members. The gentlemen 
who have been induced.to favor this out- 
rageous scheme are ADAMS of Orange 
County, Comstock of Jefferson, LONGLEY 
of Kings, Baucus of Rensselaer, and Davis 
of Wayne. They ought to be aware that 
the support of such a measure is dangerous 
tothe reputation of.any. man who wishes 
to be considered honest and impossible for 
any man who has an intelligent regard for 
the public interests. 





The message. with which President 
CLEVELAND accompanied his veto of the 
bill for the relief of Paymaster BasH sug- 
gests the thought that Congress is becoming 
a body which, from its joint or corporate 
responsibility, turns out a lotof “‘happy- 
gy-lucky” legislation, leaving the President 
to study, sift, and finally act on it. The 
duties of his place are thus enormously in- 
creased, especially as to bills for individual 
pensions and relief,son which Congress can 
safely exercise. sympathetic action, and 
_ turn over to- the Executive the ungracious 
part of the task. In Major Basu’s case a 
- court of inquiry, instituted at his own re- 
quest, with Col. H. A. Morrow, Twenty- 
first Infantry, as President, had found that 
he had not taken proper precautions for ‘he 
security of the public money stolen from 
* him. -The Senate Committee on Claims, in 
’ reporting the bill to make the loss of the 
$7,351 tall upon the Treasury instead of 
upon him and his bondsmen, thought “ the 
finding not well sustained by the evidence; 
and while, of course, the evidence does not 
show this officerto have manifested the 
highest degree of vigilance, the committee 
js not satisfied that he is justly chargeable 
with negligence.” Tho truth seems to be 
that the’robbery was exceptionally auda- 
cious and the escort exceptionally incom- 
petent and stupid; and the committee 
evidently thought that since Major Basu 
was not the only person at fault he ought 
‘not to be saddled with the entire loss. 
Whether the veto, is_or is not sustained, 
care of public funds will probably not here-. 
after be subordinated either to “ pie” or to 
paymasters’ “dignity.”

- The Indian: problem ‘will be sensibly ad- 
vanced. toward.a satisfactory conclusion 
if the bill prepared by the Indian Rights 
- Association to secure for the aborigines 
» their righte under: the laws of the differ- 
pnt States and Territories is enacted into 
law by Conaress. The bill is intended 


to define the legal standing of the 
tion and other Indians and to provide by 
the establishment of special courts for 
the proper trial of cases in which Indi- 
ans are. involved. It declares that all 
Indians are entitled to the full protection 
secured by the Constitution to persons 
other than citizens, that they are entitled 
to the equal protection of the law, may sue 
and be sued, and shall have full power 
to make contracts and engage in busi- 
ness, though such reasonable restraint as 
is necessary to the maintenance of the 
resetvation system is not forbidden by the 
act. The laws, both civil and ‘criminal, of 
the States or Territories in which any In- 
dian reservation is situated are extended 
over the reservation, and Court Commis- 
sioners, to be appointed by the United 
States Circuit Courts, are to hear and de- 
cide all cases, civil or criminal, except 
such as involve’ the death penalty, be- 
tween Indians or Indians and white 
men. The act also provides for an officer 


to be known as the Next Friend, who is: 


to be appointed by the Circuit Court for 
each. district presided over by a Court 
Commissioner, and who shall act in the ca- 
pacity of a District Attorney, or prosecuting 


officer, to institute suits on. behalf of the 


Indians, or to defend them in prosecutions 
begun against them. The bill moreover 
provides for the appointment of a commit- 
tee to recommend to Congress a general 
.plan for a common-school system on the 
reservations. The five civilized tribes in 
the Indian Territory, the Seneca Nation in 
this State, and the Cherokees of North 
Carolina are specially exempted from the 


‘operation of the proposed law. If the‘ bill 


is passed, as it ought to be, a great step will 
be taken toward placing the Indians in a 
position which will secure them their rights 
before the law, and, as a consequence, re- 
spect for the Government which protects 
them will naturally. take the place of the 
distrust which nowrenders the Indians such 
undesirable residents in the States and Ter- 
ritories. 


The expulsion of M. LEGRAND from the 
Legion of Honor may create anxiety among 
other members of that order, native and 
foreign, who have obtained their decora- 
tions in ways properly questionable. M. 
LEGRAND was the rich cooper who bought 
his honors from Wi.tson. If there are 
others who have relied, like this cooper, on 
their ‘‘ barrel” for their advancement, they 
naturally will not feei comfortable at the 
present proteedings. It is .probable, how- 
ever, that only cases arising directly out of 
the recent scandal will be investigated and 
acted on. It would be a long affair to 
scrutinize the entire membership. Founded 
more than fourscore years ago by the First 
Consul as an order of conspicuous merit— 
military, artistic, literary, or political—it 
has since been enormously abused and ap- 
plied to very. many commonplace person- 
ages. More than once it has been abolished 
or altered in scope. Still it flourishes, and 
is said to contain about a hundred thou- 
sand names on its rolls; and, after all, a 
multitude of great men have worn its dec- 
orations, so that it is not likely to suffer 
permanently from the Wilson scandals. 
Next year there will probably be a great 
body of newly-made foreign chevaliers and 
knights—inasmuch as it is Exposition year 
—and a World’s Fair in the Champ de Mars 
is usually followed by acrop of the cov- 
eted red ribbons in buttonholes. 





A MISCALCULATION SOMEWHERE. 

On Tuesday the New-York Sun, which 
has a reputation, such as it is, as a political 
calculator and prophet, prepared the way 
for an explanation of the falling off in the 
Democratic vote of Louisiana, which it con- 
fidently anticipated. The result of the elec- 
tion of that day, it declared, would throw 
some. light on the important question 
whether the Republicans can count ona 
break in the solid South next November. 
‘“* Dissatisfaction with the tariff policy of the 
Cleveland Administration is rife in Louisi- 
ana,” it said, ‘‘and any marked decrease 
in the Democratic majority for Governor 
will be significant. It will point to a more 
serious loss:in the Presidential election, 
should the tariff be the issue.” By way of 
accounting for the dissatisfaction of Louisi- 
ana Democrats with the ‘“‘tariff ideas of 
Mr. CLEVELAND, even as they find modified 
expression in the Mills bill,” it stated that 
the tariff schedule proposed by Mr. MILLs 
“affects Louisiana interests more heavily 
than in the case of any other Southern 
State.” So hero was to be a test ofthe 
question whether the solid South would be 
broken on the tariff issue. 

Surely the test would come in Louisiana, 
if anywhere, for one of her leading indus- 
tries is peculiarly bound up with protection 
and directly affected by the Mills bill 
Moreover, circumstances seomed to favor 
the break, if it was to come. Ex-Gov. 
WaARMOTH, a leading sugar planter and the 
most conspicuous and popular Republican 
in the State, was a candidate for Governor. 
The Democrats had been badly divided at 
the time of their convention and the nomi- 
nation of NICHOLLS was a signal defeat for 
the faction of Gov. MCENERY, and it was to 
be expected that some ill feeling would 
survive the contest. Further, there was 
a local contest in New-Orleans which 
divided the Democratic vote. But the elec- 
tion passed off quietly, the vote was appar- 
ently larger than usual on both sides, for in 
New-Orleans it was about double that of 
1884, and there is not a sign of a break. 
On the contrary, the latest reports indicatea 
majority of at least 65,000 for NICHOLLS, 
which is about 20,000 greater than that of 
McENERY in 1884 and fully four times that 
of CLEVELAND. As the result was to be af- 
fected largely by the “tariff policy of 
the Cleveland Administration” and by the 
“tariff ideas of Mr. CLEVELAND,” it is evi- 
dent that there has been a miscalcula- 
tion of considerable ‘proportions. Either 
Louisiana is not afraid of the Pres- 
ident’s policy and ideas, but rather 
likes them, or else his course has made the 


party so strong and himself so popular 


there that, in spite of the danger to Louisi- 
ana’s interests which lurks in the Mills 


bill, the party vote has been largely in- 
creased. At al] events, there is no pointing 


to “a more serious loss in November’ and 
no very cheering light for the Republicans 


Treserva- 


on the question of a break in. the solid 
South. There is no occasion, asthe Sun 
suggests, for casting about to see where the 
loss of Louisiana’s eight Electoral votes is 
to be made up. 

The result of the Louisiana election sug- 
gests that there may be other miscalcula- 
tions of the effect of the tariff policy of the 
Administration and the tariff ideas that 
find ‘‘modified expression in the Mills bill.” 
The Republicans of Ohio probably have no 
idea of breaking the solid South. In fact, 
their leaders have been doing their utmost 
to keep it solid. But the interests of North- 
ern States are affected by the tariff very 
much as the interests of Louisiana are af- 
fected by it. There is no reason to suppose 
that the President’s policy or the revision 
proposed in the Mills bill will have any dif- 
ferent effect upon the sentiment of the 
country generally from that which it has 
‘produced in the Southern State that is said 
to be most “heavily” interested. But the 
Ohio Republicans in their platform make 
bold to declare that they regard the Presi- 
dent’s message and-the action of the Ways 
and Means Committee “as a direct and 
open assault”? upon American industries, 
which if unresisted will introduce a policy 
of free trade ‘‘that in the near future will 
paralyze or destroy our own industries, re- 
duee the compensation of labor, and im- 
poverish the Nation.” They probably do 
not believe anything of the kind; it 
is too ridiculous; but they hope to scare 
people into voting against Democratic can-; 
didates. The best indication we have just 
now of their prospect for success comes 
from that 65,000 majority in Louisiana. 
The Sun calculates and predicts from the 
same point of view and with the same pur- 
pose as the Ohio Republicans, The people 
of Louisiana have unaccountably failed to 
verify its forecast of their action. If the 
Dayton Convention is equally at fault. 
in its effort to gauge the gullibility 
and timidity of the people of the North, as 
there is every reason to believe that it is, 
the Republican Party would be bronght into 
a bad plight by responding to the keynote 
which it sounds so confidently. 


MR. CONKLING’S MEMORY. 

The numerous expressions of sorrow over 
the death of Mr. CONKLING and the mes- 
sages of sympathy that have been sent 
to his family by various public bodies show 
how large a place he filled, even since his 
retirement, in the minds of men active in 
politics. It is evident that from his labors, 
his achievements, and his fatures in the 
unelective but clearly designated office 
of a party leader Mr. CONKLING will be 
most distinct)ly remembered, as he was 
most faithfully followed and most bitterly 
opposed. From a time shortly after the 
close of the war, during both terms of Gen. 
GRANT’S Presidency, he seized and wield- 
ed a power that has never 
surpassed and has hardly been 
equaled even by -that of the politi- 
cian who led the Republicans to their 
first signal defeat. Considering the weighty 
and exciting nature of ‘the issues of that 
time, the volume and momentum of party 
feeling, the rapid progress of great events, 


been 


the unprecedented development of the na- 


tional forces, Mr. CONKLING’s position was 
one of great distinction and of great in- 
fluence. For some twelve years his was the 
deciding voice in party affairs, and in more 
than one grave crisis, since his party was in 
unquestioned and apparently impregnable 
supremacy, his voice was decisive also in 
national affairs. To have gained such a 
position, to have wielded its powers with so 
firm and masterful a hand, to have con- 
trolled elements so complex, often soconflict- 
ing and not seldom dangerous, was evi- 
dence of very rare, though not necessarily 
of the highest, gifts of nature, and of train- 
ing and self-direction of extremely uncom- 
mon kind and still more uncommon degree. 
No one who in these years had to deal with 
Mr. CoNKLING either as coadjutor, follower, 
or opponent could fail to recognize his ex- 
traordinary energy, the originality and in- 
dividual force of his character, the pene- 
tration (within its limits) of his judgment 
of men, and the solidity of a mind that to 
remoter observers had a brilliancy suggest- 
ing want of depth. He was essentially in 
party. politics a great commander, with 
some of the qualities of a great soldier, and 
some more unusual even than these. 

There is to be noted in the tributes to Mr. 
CONKLING a tendency to ignore services 
of quite a different order from the merely 
political, which he rendered in the ear- 
lier part of his career, and which, though 
few who admired him most and wiil 
most regret his death as they did his 
forced withdrawal from public life will 
now recall, were nevertheless of real 
value. When Mr. CONKLING was in the 
House of. Representatives and relative- 
ly a young man he contributed substan- 
tially to the formulating of the policy of 
the Republican Party as to the then over- 
whelming difficulty of slavery in a manner 
that made that party the victorious cham- 
pion of liberty without breaking with the 
Constitution, with, on the contrary, the 
best and most efficient loyalty to the Con- 
stitution. That was simply a priceless ben- 
efit for the Nation, and no one whose hand 
was potent in securing it should be denied 
the meed of respect and gratitude, Again, 
when the question of finance first became 
a burning one and men’s minds were half 
crazed with the urgency of the Nation’s 
necessities. and blindly impatient with all 
but the apparently directest methods of 
satisfying them, Mr. CONKLING saw clearly 
and firmly and vigorously upheld the duty 
and. the wisdom of sound and honest 
finance. He and those who labored with 
him did not succeed in holding the Govern- 
ment to the hard and upright path of pay- 
ments in real money, but they deserve to 
be remembered for their manly effort. And 
Mr. CONKLING in the trying and confused 
times that followed nsaver yielded to the 
temptation of compromise on the financial 
issue, Some of the finest, though not the 
best-remembered, pages of the record of his 
speeches fairly flame with the indignant 
and scornful eloquence with which he pur- 
sued and denounced the fallacies of the in- 
flation theorists and politicians. 

- But, after all, it was not to these services 


that Mr. Conkiine owed the most of bis 


fame or of his power. It was to his achieve- 


ments as a party leader, and these it must 
be acknowledged were not on a high level. 
Doubtless he wielded much influence by his 
remarkable oratory, whjch, though not of 
a sort that will live in the history of 
the parliamentary bodies of which he was 
® member, and generally the first member, 
was very effective in contrelling the minds 
of men, both in debate and on the plat- 
form. But his chief source of power was 
his acute judgment of men of a certain 
grade, his skill in playing upon their greed, 
their ambition, their partisan feeling, not 
infrequently their corrupt desires. When 


‘he was the greatest as a leader, his party 


was hardly the means toan end; its suc- 
cess was an end in itself, and he was 
untiring, powerful, skillful, and unscru- 
pulous in the pursuit of success. The 
chief basis of his management—not 
the sole basis, but indispensable—was the 
spoils of office. He looked on the civil 
service as the staff of the party; its appoint- 
ments and emoluments, not always legiti- 
mate, he used to reward and secure partisan 
and personal fidelity and work. He had 
not the slightest temptation to enrich him- 
self, and he put aside the highest honors ap- 
parently without a pang of regret; but he 
did not hesitate to use cupidity and the 
love of place in others or to exact returns 
from those he gratified that he would have 
scorned to yield to any one. He despised 
hypocrisy, and he was ready to believe that 
devotion to moral purposes that he did not 
himself entertain was necessarily hypocrit- 
ical. He had little sympathy with the 
nobler ideals of public life, and still less 
with those who pursued them. Though he 
held his own honor and integrity as price- 
less, he was wont to think that all other 
men had their price, and resistance to his 
plans or policy seemed to him only their 
way of extorting that price or trying to 
avenge themselves for their failure to ob- 
tain it. In his career in public life, and 


especially in the later and most brilliant 


and influential period of his career, he was 
worse than indifferent to the growing evils 
that surrounded him. He not only made 
no effort to reform them—he opposed their 
reform, and did more than any one man to 
sustain, perpetuate, and extend them. - 

Perhaps a fairly just estimate of Mr. 
CONKLING’s public character is that it was 
that of an aristocratic leader in a demo- 
cratic political society. He had the vir- 
tues of his defects—a haughty self-re- 
spect, delight in the best in conduct and 
belongings that concerned his own person- 
ality, the gift of command and contempt 
for any of the sordid or petty rewards of 
command, a proud fidelity to his own self- 
imposed obligations and chivalric devotion 
to any cause or any person that he had 
honored with bis affection, but he had slight 
sympathy with the better sentiment of 
the great body of his countrymen, slight 
regard for their higher interests, and scarce- 
ly any conception of the mighty moral 
forces working slowly yet invincibly for 
their development toward a nobler type of 
citizenship. 
RUSSIA, ENGLAND, AND THE 

UNITED STATES. 

A London telegram says that the Russian 
Ambassador to England, the Acting Amer- 
ican Minister, and Lord SALISBURY are con- 
ferring on the Behring Sea controversy. The 
entrance of Russia into negotiations which 
are too often discussed as being exclusively 
Anglo-American marks a new stage in the 
business, but onght to occasion no surprise. 
It should be remembered that when Russia 
conveyed to us the easterly portion of the 
ocean washing the shores of Alaska she re- 
served the westerly portion, washing her 
own territory, to herself. Itistrue that her 
title either to convey to us or to reserve to 
herself a tract of ocean which was not un- 
disputedly hers was open to question. Still, 
her claim to it was good enough to be the 
basis of treaties with both England and the 
United States, and, although the claim was 
disputed, still the dispute was never set- 
tled, and one of Russia’s later utterances 
about it was,in effect, that it was wise 
to let sleeping dogs lie. In other words, 
Russia was confessedly willing that any ono 
should fish, trade, or sail in her claimed 
waters, provided they did not challenge her 
dominion. 

That was the status when we bought 
Alaska. It is true the treaty of cession was 
in the nature of a quitclaim deed contain- 
ing no warrantee of title by Russia. Still, 
there was such an assertion of right to con- 
vey asis contained in the following words 
from Article VI.: 


“The cession of territory and dominion herein 
made is hereby declared to be free and unin- 
cumbered by any reservations, privileges, tran- 
chises, grants, or possessions by any associated 
companies, whether corporate or incorporate, 
Russian or any other, or by any parties, except 
merely private individual property holders, and 
the cession hereby made conveys all the rights, 
franchises, and privileges now belonging to 
Russia in the said territory or dominion and 
appurtenances thereto.” 


It is also true that we did not enter into 
any engagement to defend such title as Rus- 
sia gave. We merely took whatever Russia 
could give as ours unreservedly to hold, 
alienate, or surrender. 

There are two points to be noticed. First, 
if England succeeds in establishing that the 
United States has no exclusive claim in the 
Alaskan waters then Russia appears in the 
light of taking cash for what she did not 
deliver. There is no dangerthat the United 
States even then would complain of the 
bargain. The seal fisheries alone have been 
worth more money than all Alaska cost us. 
But the Czar as a good neighbor and honest 
man might not like to have money even 
colorably dishonest traced into his imperial 
hands. Secondly, Russia’s feeling may be in- 
ferred by imagining with what indignation 
we would have received any act by her de- 
feating the title conveyed to us. Obviously 
the Russian and American claims in those 
waters rest on a parity of right and reason. 
If, then, we are about to conclude any un- 
derstanding with England admitting that 
our share of Behring Sea is not mare 
clausum, but is an ocean open to the world, 
then we shall also seriously prejudice Rus- 
sia’s claim. It is thusa triangular duel, so 
to speak. It is interesting to conjectare 
what will be the effect of fires from Russia 
and the United States converging upon 
England at the apex. 3 

When we sought of right what we after- 


ward took by agreement we asserted the | 


injustice of excluding the world from such 
a stretch of water in terms not Jess vigor- 
ous than those now used by England. Mr, 


ADaMS, Secretary of State, characterized | 


as simply absurd Russia’s claim to make 
a closed sea of an ocean 4,000 miles across, 
Russia’s reply merely was that the area 
of a sea had nothing to do with the 
principle involved, and noli me tangere. 
Neither side can be said to have prevailed. 
The eagle and the lion did not grapple 
with the bear, but waived the point by 
accepting treaty grants of the use of the 
subject of the dispute.. Now the question 
of title again arises under conditions 
which place us on the other side of the 
controversy. It is our interest now to 
discover what strength there is in the 
Russian claim. 
prepared to waive our rights, but there 
is no reason why we should not drive as 
good a-bargain as we can. What, then, 
is the nature of our possible reply to 
England’s demand that her fishermen shall 
not be excluded from taking seals, whales, 
and fish in Behring Sea? 

A glance at the map shows that Mr. Sec- 
retary ADAMS laid himself open to a very 
obvious retort. Whether a sea is mare 
clausum or not depends not on the distance 
across it, but on the possibility of defending 
its mouth. Following the chain of islands 
which project from Alaska to the Russian 
shore it is seen that the distance from one 
to the next is very moderate indeed. 
Doubtless a cannon shot would often fall 
short of the centre of the separating chan- 
nel. But the conditions of modern war are 
very different from those when the reach of 
artillery was the basis of the extent of sov- 
ereignty. A blockade of Behring Sea would 
indeed be immensely difficult, but there is 
at least some basis for the argument that 
that ocean is land-locked. In the next place, 
it is easy to distinguish between the Cana- 
dian and Alaskan fisheries. The Canadian 
fisheries admittedly belonged to the world 
atadistance beyond a league from land. 
The Anglo-American treaty did not create 
our rights there, but merely confirmed us 
in our rights. The dispute arose over a 
construction in the clause of that treaty. 
But the Russo-American fisheries never be- 
longed to the world. ‘There always was an 
adverse private claim. Behring Sea may 
not be rightfully mare clausum. But the 
point has never been settled, and our laws 
expressly assert sovereignty upon the basis 
of conveyance from an empire which Eng- 
land is accustomed to listen to with some 
respéct. Upon the whole, it is well that 
Russia has now taken a hand in the game. 
Any settlement without regard to Russia 
would have been an empty, because an un- 
just, formality. 


TWO **MEN ON HORSEBACK.” 

It is quite impossible for anybody not act- 
ually resident in France to make out the 
significance or even the nature of the fac- 
tions into which the parties are divided. All 
of these factions or “ groups” held what we 
should call caucuses and they call reunions 
at the reconvention of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. The action of these caucuses would 
indicate that the factions of the same party 
could not act in concert on any impor- 
tant question, though it has been repeat- 
edly and recently shown that in fact they 
can. For example, while the Extreme Left 
passed resolutions ‘‘reading” the followers 
of BOULANGER “out of the party” the 
Radical Left approved an understanding 
with the Government regarding the ap- 
pointment of a committee to revise the 
Constitution, which is the object that Gen. 
BOULANGER takes his seat in the Chamber 
ostensibly to promote, and the Left ‘‘ decid- 
ed not to interpellate the Government.” 
Meanwhile the United Right is so farin 
harmony with the Radical Left as to pro- 
pose that the committee on revision be ap- 
pointed at the first sitting of the Chamber. 

‘If the questions that concern France con- 
cerned France alone there would be nothing 
ominous in this subdivision. On the con- 
trary, it might be accepted as a-sign of 
healthy and independent political life. It 
is questionable whether our own political 
condition would not be more promising if, 
instead of two caucuses in every legislative 
body from Congress down, there were four 
or five corresponding to an actual variety of 
opinions upon public affairs. The peculiar- 
ity of the situation in France is that its in- 
ternal politics cannot be dissociated from 
foreign politics. In the face of an excit- 
ing question of foreign politics all these 
groups will disappear, and it is to be 
feared that they will be replaced by two 
parties, each formed, not of men who think 
the same things concerning the republic, 
but of followers who fall in behind a cer- 
tain leader. In such a case Gen. BOULAN- 
GER would doubtless be at the head of one, 
and without much doubt of the larger of 
these two parties. His is at present the 
most conspicuous and popularly the most 
attractive personality in France. The 
tyranny of party of which we complain 
works the suppression of individual inde- 
pendence in conformity to what is, or is 
supposed to be, the average sentiment. It 
has done much mischief, but when the 
question is of averting a terrible war 
it is: far less mischievous than the blind 
hero worship which imposes upon the aver- 
age sentiment of the community the desires 
and ambitions of one man. ‘The majority 
of citizens in every industrial country are 
for peace, and a Government that represents 
them and punishes dissent from their way 
of thinking must be a pacific Government. 
On the other hand, aGovernment that takes 
its tone from a popular hero partakes of his 
personal character.’ When he is a soldier 
who looks upon the politics of civilians 
only as affording him an opportunity to run 
@ professional career, when he is “‘ the man 
on horseback,” as the phrase goes, his 
ascendency distinctly threatens the peace. 
Certainly Gen. BOULANGER appears both to 
his followers and to his opponents as “ the 
man.on horseback.” 

Within a very few days the ghief of the 
German Empire will also be a man on 
horseback,. That is to say. he will be a 
man whose ways of thinking and of life 
are as purely ‘military as those of Gen.. 
BovuLaNnGER. He has disclaimed the inten- 
tion. of making war in furtherance of his 
personal amhition. While the sincerity of

which renounced any notion of making 
conquests or of attaining celebrity by 
feats of arms. In Germany, as well as 
beyond the German borders, they were ac- 
cepted as a warningif not as a rebuke to 
the heir-apparent to the German throne. 
If Gen. BOULANGER were now in a position 
to dictate the policy of France and Prince 


_ WILLIAM in a position to dictate the policy 


of Germany, the hope of maintaining the 
peace of Europe would be very small. That 
hope will be strengthened as the attain- 
ment of power by these two ambitious 
soldiers is delayed. Of the sincerity of 
Prince BISMARCK’S desire for peace 
there is really no doubt, and fortunate- 
ly the Kaiser that is so soon to 
be has shown a disposition to accept 
BISMARCE’S counsel. BISMARCK sees that 
Germany has nothing to gain by war, and 
he has no longer any personal ambitions to 
gratify that do not accord with the inter- 
ests of Germany. If Gen. BouLANGER 
should cease to be the fashion in France 
before Prince WiLLraM takes to himself the 
direction of affairsin Germany the darkness 
of the outlook would be relieved. Fortu- 
nately the French soldier is not likely to 
attain a practical dictatorship for some 
time to come, unless some event happens to 
inflame the desire, always smoldering in 
France, for revenge upon Germany. But 
such an event may happen any day. 


There is a peculiar appropriateness in the 
disposition which Petitioner JAMEs B. Fry 
proposes to make of the profits from the 
perpetual-motion machine which he asks 
Congress to aid him in constructing. Half 
the profits are to goto the poor, and these 
we have always with us, so that only a per- 
petual-motion device could hope to last as 
long asthey. The other half are to go for 
preaching the Gospel; and the necessity for 
this will clearly last until the millennium, 
whenever that may come. But the mode of 
spending the proceeds is for the moment of 
less importance than that of producing the 
motion; and should Congress be indisposed 
to employ a part of its abundant leisure in 
examining a perpetual-motion project, cap- 
italists interested in preaching and in the 
poor may perhaps jump at this rare chance. 


Mr. IGNATIUS DONNELLY was not well ad- 
vised when he took his Baconian hypothesis 
to London and submitted it to the public in 
the form ofa lecture. No doubt he knows 
better how to talk than most of the lectur- 
ers the British public has the opportunity 
of hearing; but his theme, though para- 
doxical enough in its conclusion to excite a 
certain degree of interest, is dreadfully 
dull in detail. Upon the whole he 
had better have kept it at home. 
Mr. MATTHEW ARNOLD was so _ far 
in the right about civilization in 
America that this country undoubtedly 
contains a far larger number of persons 
than Great Britain who are cultivated 
enough to be interested in Mr. DONNELLY’S 
subject without being cultivated enough to 
see at a glance that his theory is nonsense. 
These people might furnish a series of profit- 
able audiences for a “lecture tour,” if 
lecture tours had rot gone out of fashion. 
The reported verdict of London upon the 
lecture—that it was “quite Chicagoan”— 
would not impair its popularity in Chicago.

GOLDWIN SMITH TEL!LS THEM TO BEe 


COME CITIZENS. 

Prof. Goldwin Smith, in an address made 
before the Canadian Club on Wednesday even- 
ing, referred at considerable length to the 
naturalization movement among British resi- 
dents of the United States. The officers of the 
British-American Association called upon Prof, 
Smith at the New-York Hotel and, in conversa- 
tion with them, he learned that in four years the 
possible addition to voters in New-York State 
through the naturalization of British residents 
would be 90,000, and that by such naturaliza- 
tion in Massachusetta the vote inthe latter State 
had been increased 40,000. 

The Canadian Clu» was told that the move- 
ment was the turning point in the history of 
British Americans in the United States. A 
change seemeii to be coming over their relation 
to their adopted country v hich was likely to 
benefit that coun'ry as well as the land of their 
birth. Hitherto B-itish Americans had largely 
declined naturalization, and had remained polit- 
ical eliens, though in every other resvect they 
had been, lie beiieved, worthy citizens, and haa 
contributed their full share to the prosperity of 
the Republic and set a good example of obedience 
to her laws. The Englisbman, though he had 
founded political institutions which had gone 
round the world, was not by nature 
a politician. He preferred honest work 
and the comfort which 1t brought to himself and 
family to spending his time in attending cau- 
cusses. He was unwilling to renounce an al- 
legiance which wus one not of mere political 
fealty, but of the heart. Probably, too. the anti- 
British sentiment which he eneountered made 
him feel thathe was an alien, and sometimes 
even ina hostile land. The dlood, the language, 
the literature, the laws, and the great institu- 
tions of the country were English, yet in the 
United States, of all countries of the world, it 
was hardly possible to take up a newapaper 
without seeing init something unkind and in- 
sulting to England. 

Naturalization, however, was a duty to the 
adopted country. A iman bad no right to de- 
cline active citizenship. A free Commonwealth 
demanded not only the passive obedience but 
the active co-operation of its members. By 
their absten.ion the British in the United States 
had been depriving the Republicof a large 
number of excellent citizens. The great danger 
to the Republic was the influx of foreign races 
untrained in republican self-government. These 
Taces might bring their gifts, :.dustrial or 
social, and they inigbt be destin«? in theend to 
contribute tothe weaith.of Ameriean charac- 
ter, intellect, and production; but they had not 
the special gift of the Anglo-Saxon—the power 
of founding and working free instit« tions. 

The element in American population which 
inherited that gift, and whico so far had been 
able to mold, educate, and assunlinte the rest, 
had begun to feel that the taak would soon ex- 
ceed its powers, and thatit nocde? reinforce- 
ment. The latter was at hand, «ince British- 
Americans had determined to become natural- 
ized. To the best Awerican citizens, be be- 
lieved, the news was extreinely welcome. Nat- 
uralization, while it was a duty to the adopted 
country, was also the best tribute which the 
emigrant could pay to his native country. To 
the latter he could render no service by a 
sullen inactivity. He could only render assist- 
ance to her bv the legitimate use of his in- 
fience as a citizen inthe councils of hfs adopted 
country. 

The speaker was heartily applauded. 
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BURLINGTON STRIKE. 


cclsnieneadlereanenias 
TO BE INVESTIGATED BY THE INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE COMMISSION. 

CuicaGo, April 19.—The new move of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy strikers has 
been suceessful, ana the [Inter-State Commerce 
Commission will make an investigation of the 
strike from its pecinning and of the present con- 
dition and management of tbe road. The en- 
gineers and switchmen did not confine their 
petitions for such an investigation to Chicago, 


but circulated them all along the system of the 
“Q,” and obtained a large number of signatures, 
as well as private letters jrom railroad man- 
agers and business men. The late employes 
of the road claim: First, that the contro- 
versy relates almost exclusively to wages; that 
the engineers and firemen did net ask more pay 
than was given by competing roads, but they re- 
quested that the Buriington’s schedule of wages 
be 80 readjusted as to bring it up to an equality 
with that of competing roads. Second, they as- 
sort that they have been and are now willing to 
aubmit their claim to arbitration; that they do 
not ask @ representative of their body on the 
Board of Arbitration; to submit the case to 
three arbitrators, ail of whow shall be managers 
of trunk line railroads running into Chicago. 
Third, it. is alleged, not only by the 
late employes of the Burlington, but also by 
various reports which have appeared ip the pub- 
lic press that the new employes of the road in- 
clude a large proportion of incompetent en- 
gineers and firemen; thatsince Feb. 27, 1888, 
when the strike began, many accidents, result- 
ing in injuries, some of which proved fatal, have 
ocourred, and that both life and property are 
endangered. Fourth, that by reason of such in- 
cumpetent employes, the Burlington is not safe 
to travel upon, and that under its preseat man: 
agement it fails to perform its duty as a com- 
Mon carrier. 

As tothe disturbances which have occurred, 
itis explained that during strikes large bodies 
of idle wen are wont to congregate for the pur- 
pose of taking advantage of the public excite- 
meut “to pursue their vocation of crime.”” An 
investigation the petitioners regard as the best 
and quickest way to end thetrouble. In reply 
Judge Cooley wrote to Alexander Sullivan, the 
attorney of the strikers, saying that the com- 
mission would bo in Chicago to take up the wat 
ter some time arter May 5, the date to be fixed 
later according to the business of the cominis- 
Son. b 
“Tney will investigate the whole subject this 
time,” snid Mr. Siilivan to-day, and he added 
that witnesses will be here from Colorado, Kan- 
sus, Missouri, lowa, and,Nebraska. The strikers 
feel very much elated over their success in 
bringing about the investigation and promise 
great results. 

Chiet Arthur came frem Cleveland to-day. 
He said be was here — to see how the boys 
were getting along, and be insisted that their 
chances were as good as ever. He could not 
remainin Chicago and returned to Cleveland 
to-night.

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-TP'S REDUCED TO SUPPOSES 


THE OPPOSITION 10 THE ELEC- 
TION REFORM BILL. 
CRANK PLATT DOESN'T MAKE MUCH 
HEADWAY IN HIS’ FIGHT—SOME 

STANDARD OIL SENATORS. 


- ALBANY, April 19.—The opposition to the 
Election Reform bill 18 reduced to “supposes.” 
Tne Dutchess County friend of the vote-buyer, 
John I. Platt, began the fight against the bill 
this morning with a modest number of supposes. 
Assemblyman George Weed contributed a larger 
mumpber, and Mr. Sheehan's supposes crowded 
each other as he arraigned tnem before the 
House. It needed only that time-honored snp- 
position concerning Charles I. to have reunded 
out the display presented by Editor Platt and 
Lawyers Sheehan and Weed. 

Meanwhile the friends of the measure were 
not disturbed. They have invited free discus- 
sion and are willing to.accept any amendment 
which will simplify or strongthen the bill. They 
hardly expect amendments in good faith from 
such opponents of the measure as Crank Platt, 
who says his only amendment will be to strike 
out the enacting clause, but they are willing and 
anxious that all possible amendments shall be 
offered so that po charge may be made that this 
Is hasty or ill-advised legislation. 

It was with that feeling that they sat quietly 
to-lAay while the opponents of the measure 
voiced their fears and forebodings as to what 
would happen if the bill became alaw. Nobody 
paid any attention while the Poughkeepsie 
crank was giving what he dignified with the 

‘name of his objections to the bill, though there 
wasa quist smile when he protested that he 
believed in a pure ballot. But Mr. Weed and 


Mr. Sheehan were listened to attentively. If the 
arguments they advanced are the most formid- 
able that will be brought against the bill its 
friends do not regard it as endangered thereby. 
Both feared that under the law a large 
number of voters would be disfranchised, 
because time could = not be given 
them to vote. Both declared that the 
man who could not read and write would lose 

- his vote, apparently unmindful of the fact that 
section 25 of the bill expressly provides that 
the ballot clerks may prepare the ballot for such 
a person. The fear was expressed by both that 
County Clerks, through whom, under the bill, 
ballots reach the voter, might ‘‘forget’” the 
combination of their safes on the eve of an 
election, or destroy the ballots and leave the 
country in order to deprive voters of the only 
ballots which could be legally counted, or that 
the election officers would control and de- 
termine the result of an election, being the only 
persons empowered to assist the helplessly 
ignorant voter, of which these gentlemen be- 
lieve there are hordes. 

The suppositions of both these gentlemen 
Beemed to be based upon the theory that every 
‘man directly or-indirectiy connected with elec- 
tionsis not only purchaseable, but is yearning 
to commit afelony. Thatsuch a condition of 
affairs exists in Buffalo and in Clinton County 
may have been generally suspected, but it has 
not hitherto beer so openly admitted. 

Mr. Saxton of Wayne, Judge Yatea of Sche- 
nectady, ant Mr. Hamilton of New-York de- 
fended the bill. Mr. Saxton said that nebody 
claimed it was perfect, and its friends desired to 
have it amendediin any way wiich would not 
destroy its vital principles, but he saw nothing 
in the esriticisma thus far made which indicated 
either purpose or ability to improve the Dill. 
He spoke earnestly of the evils of * purchasing 
men like dumb beasts” at the polis, and de- 
clared that the present bill makes bribery at 
the polls impossible becanse the briber cannot 
know that the bargain is carried out. 

Judge Yates said the bill was the product of 
the best minis in the State, irrespective of 
party. It yas designed to end here, as the act 
of Sir Henry James had in England, the pur- 
chase of votes. Alluding to the criticism of the 
expense which the construction of booths for 
the operation of the proposed system would 
entail, he said the question of cost ought not 
be consideret for a moment. Thereform pro- 
posed was a sweeping one, but the evil it aimed. 
to correct was widespread and disastrous. Mr. 
Hamilton spoke of that feature of the bill mak- 
Ing it iinpossible to assess candidates and ridi- 
enled the fears ef Messra. Sheehan and Weed 
that the County Clerks or eleotion officers would 
be likely to co:nmit any crime which would par- 
alyze elections. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading, 
where it is probable that some ainendments 
will be offered by ite friends as well as its foes 

There sneaked into the Assembly to-day 
through the sub-Ceomwmittee of the Whole and 
under the guidance of Mr. Daniel Tallmadge, a 
bill which interests a good many Brooklyn peo- 
ple and ir which Mr. Tallmadge is said to have 
a personalinterest. The billis a substitute, en- 
tireiy differentin its provisions, to two tutro- 
duced earlier in the session. No hearing was 
ever given upon it, and hawever meritorious it 
mnmay be it has been handled in a way that brings 
it into discredit. Its chief provisions are that 
it reduces the number of members of the Brook- 
i Board of Education from 45 to 24, provides 
that no person holding any other office shall be 
a member of the board, which is understood to 
be a method of excluding Postmaster. Hendrix, 
and creates the oftice of Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, the incumbent of which supervises the 
schools of the city. When Mr Tallmadgsa got 
the bill ordered to a third reading to-day the fact 
was recalled that he used to be Secretary of the 
Brooklyn Board of Education. 

Speaker Cole to-day. appointed these. Assem- 
blymen} as meinbers of the conference commit- 
tee on the Fassett Bribery bill, which Crank 
Platt, with the aid of a lot of stupid members of 
the Assembly, succeeded in turning upside 
down: Messrs. Crosby, Weed, Bush, Saxton, 
and Hamilton. 

Assemblyman Hnuntting, who seemed to 
have taken charge in the House of the ridiculous 
Vedder bill providing for the election by the 
Lezisiaturein joint ballot of Quarantine Com- 
missioners, made another effort to-day to pro- 
gress the bill and failed, as he has failed before. 
The bill isin Committee of the Whole and there 
itis likely to stay until Mr. Vedder finds some 
way in which tu scare up enough votes to take 
the thing out of the committee and pasa it. Gen. 
Husted, in voting in the aftirmative, said that 
while he was willing to vote to progress, the fact 
need not be considered as committing him to the 
bill on its final passage. 

The Quarantine station at last bids fair to be 

laced in condition to protect New-York and 

rooklyn from invasion by pestilence. Senator 
Sloan s Finance Committee has agreed upon an 
appropriation. and it was inserted inthe Sup- 
ly bill when this was up for discussion to-day. 

t provides $50,000 for general-repairs, $25,000 
Yor @ new hospital ship, $5,000 for the 
dospital, $2,500 for repairing the docks, 
$121,843 for putting Hoffman Island, 
the boarding station, and the Health Officer’s 
residence in order, and $20,000 for a new tug, 
making a total of $224,343. Itis stipulated 
that these moneys shal) be expended under the 

- supervision of the Mayors of New-York and: 
Brooklyn, the Quarantine Commissioners, and 
the Health Officer of the port. A similar pro- 
vision was enacted into law in 1866, when a 
sonsiderable sun of money was to be expended 
for quarantine purpuses. This commission is 
directed to begin at once the work of improve- 
ment and repair. 

The Supply bill also appropriates $20,000 for 
the Niagara Reservation, $25,000 to pay the ex- 

enses of the committee that investigated 

rookirn a vear ago, $25,000 for the expenses 
of the Arnold committee for the investigation 
of trusts, and the Fassettcommittes for the 
mvestigation of frauds in New-York city this 
Summer. The Arnoldi committee has already 
cost $6,00C. The. Fassett committee wants 
$10,000 on account this year. It will rely upon 
the next Legislature to pay the balance 
of any expense incurred. The Board of Elec- 
trical Control of New-York is given $31,883 33 
for expenses to Oct. 1, 1887, and the further 
sum of $30,000 for the year ending Sept. 30, 
1888. These amounts will finally be made up 
70 the State by the telegrapb, telephone, and 
slectrio light companies, all of which are as- 
sessed for the expense of placing the wires 
under ground. The Broeklyn Commissicners of 
Electrical Subways are granted $50,000. For 
the Commissioners appointed to contract for 
overcoats for the National Guard $28.960 is ap- 
propriated.

Mr. Crosby exclaimed: “I would like to know 
how many members arein favor of this Metro- 
politan transit steal.” ‘he significance of his 
remark was not fully understood by a great 
many members and they voted against any ad- 
journment. The extra half hour was con- 
sumed in filibustering, but on a_ technical 
point the advantage gained was lost, and 
the session was extended for 15 min- 
utes longer and the offensive bills were 
reported. some of the members of the committee 
dissenting. An attempt was made by Morgan 
and Haggerty to progress the bill to-night, but 
they were unsuccessful. 

The bill permitting the extension of a railroad 
from White Plains to Danbury, Conn., has been 
ordered to a third reading. 


DEATH OF ABELL.

FOUNDER OF THE BALTIMORE 
““SUN’? SUCCUMBS TO OLD AGE. 

BALTIMORE, April 19.—Mr. A. S. Abell, 
founder of the Baltimore Sun, died shortly after 
3 o’olock this morning at his residence, Charles 
and Madison streets, in this city, in the eighty- 
second year of hisage. He had suffered from 
no organis or special complaint, but died of 
general failure of the vital powers. For the last 
two weeks he had been confined to his room, but 
got up each morning and dressed as usual, just 
as if he were going out. Less than a month ago 
he was at the Sun office in his usual 
cheerful spirits). Mr. Abell last evening 
was fully himself in all’ save physical 
ability. His mind remained clear to 
the last. He retired about 9:30 o’cloek 
last night and slept until about 2 o’clock this 


morning, when he roused up and complained of 
shortness of breath and a general feeling of op- 
pression. After a short time this feeliug of op- 
pression passead off and he composed himself to 
sleep, requesting the gas to be turned low, ana 
was apparently fully relieved from the trouble 
which had disturbed him. In ashort time, how- 
ever, be became unconeeious and sank without 
pain into what — to be a slumber, but 
which was in reality the beginning of Geath, and 
at cg away inthis gentle manner at 3:05 
u'c loc. 

Mr. Abell was born in East Providence, R. I., 
Aug. 10, 1806. Having acquired the elements 
of aplaineducation he began business life at 
the age of 14, entering the atore of a dealer in 
what was then known as “ West India goods.” 
Two years later he became an apprentice in the 
printing oftice of the Providence Patriot. His 
apprenticeship ended, he went to.Bostron, ob- 
tained employment in one of the largest print- 
ing establishments of that city, and soon be- 
came its foreman. While in Boston he made the 
acquaintance of William M. Swain and Azanah 
H. Simmons, who asked him to join them 
in starting a penny paper in New-York. 
Mr. Abell called attention to the fact that New- 
York had at that time three penny papers, and 
suggested that Philadelphia would be a more 
promising field for such an enterprise. The 
result was that Swain, Abell & Co. started 
March 25, 1836, the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger, the circulation and advertising of which 
increased so rapidly that before the end of the 
year the paper was a paying property. Early 
in the following year Mr. Abell, believing that 
Baltimore presented a favorable opening for a 
similar enterprise, went to that city, and, pro- 
curing the necessary piant on his own responsi- 
bility, issued May 17, 1837, the tirst number of 
the Baltimore sun. In two years the Sun out- 
grew the quarters in which it ‘was started and 
moved to a new office, and a few years later a 
lot was purchased on Baltimore and South 
streets, where a building was erected which has 
remained the home of the paper ever since. 

The sun's semi-centennial was celebrated in 
Baltimore May 17,1881, when the Mayor and 
Common Council of the city adopted resolutions 
commemorative of the event, and the venerable 
proprietor was reminded by many expressions 
of good-will from friends at home and ‘abroad, 
including presentations by the editorial staff, 
compositors, carriers, and other of his employes, 


of the esteem in which he was held. His sons, |’ 


Edwin F., George W.. and Walter B. Abell, who 
had long been identified with the paper, were 
taken into partnership, though the name of the 
firm—A. 8. Abell Co.—remained -un- 
changed. Throughout his business career 
M7. Abell exhibited enterprise, sound judgment, 
and, albeit of peculiarly quiet and undemonstta- 
tive demeanor, a tenacity of purpose which 
helped him to carry projects to a successful 
issue in spite of discouragements. Offices of 

ublic trust and bonor were frequently offered 

im, but he invariably declined to accept them. 
At times he held the position of Director in 
various corporations. He was an associate of 
Morse in the promotion of the electric telegraph 
and the Sun published tbe first message 
sent over the wires from Washington to Balti- 
more. The large profits of his newspaper were 
judiciously invested from the beginning, and 
among his most profitable holdings were real 
estate and mining property in Southern Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland. He had 12 children, of 
whom three sons and five daughters are atill 
living.

LING’S FUNERAL. 


Final arrangements for the funeral of 
Roscoe Conkling were made yesterday, confirm- 

| ing the announcements already made by TNE 
Times, The body will be taken from the Hoff- 
man House to Trinity Chapel just before 10 
o'clock, at which hour the Rev. Morgan Dix will 
read the service for the dead. There will be no 
address. The pall bearers will,be Senator J. 
Donald Cameron of Pennsylvania, Senator John 
P. Jones of Nevada, Mayor Hewitt, Judge W. D. 
Shipman, 8. L. M. Barlow, Clarence A, Seward, 
Manton Marble, Judge William J. Wallace, 
Walter S. Church, and Isaac H. Bailey. Delega- 
tions of eight members of the New-York delega- 
.tion in Congress, fifteen members of the New- 
York Legislature, thirty citizens of Utica and 


of the New-York City Bar Association, the New- 
York Club, and other organizations will attend. 
The middle aisie of the chapel has been reserved 
for the family and mourners and thé delegations 
that have signified their intention to be present. 

The services at the church ended, thebody will 
be removed to the special train at the Grand 
Central Station for carriage at 12:15 to Utica. 
The train will consist of Chauncey M. Depew’'s 
special car, which he has provided for the use 
of the family, one extra coach, and a baggage 
ear. Judge Shipman and Clarence A. Seward 
wiliaccompany the body to Utica, as will also 
the Congressional and istative delegations 
and the delegation of Uticdns, headed by Mayor 
Martin. The distance to Albany is 142 miles, 
aud from there to Utica 95 miles, #nd the train 
is expected to arrive at Utica at 7 this evening. 
The body will be received by T. R.-Proctor, Fred 
G. Fineke, Dr. William H. Wataon, Lewis H. Law- 
rence, Judge W. H. Comstock, Theodore Pomeroy, 
Wiilham Blaikie, and. P. V. Rogers, who will act 
as pall bearers in Utica, and taken to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Conkling in Rutgers-place. The 
public will be permitted to view the body be- 
tween 12 and 1 o'clock to-morrow. Business in 
Utica will be generally suspended for the day, 
and from 12 to 2 the bells of all the churches 
will be tolled. A service will be held at 2 0’clock 
in Calvary Church, \ Rev. A. B. Goodrich offi- 
clating. The body = ve buried in the lot in 
Forest Hills Cemete hers thatof Miss Mary 
Conkling, sister of tus deceasea man, who died 
in Rochester in April, 1885, is buried. In the 
adjoining !ot of the Rev. 8. Hanson Coxe the 
body of Judge Alfred Conkling, father of the 
deceased man, is puried. 

Mrs. Conkling, with her daughter, Mrs. Oak- 
man, received 4 few intimate friends yesterday, 
among them Col. and Mrs. Fred Grant, Mrs. 
Clarence A. Seward and daughter, L. Waters 
Ledyard, George P. Millen, 8. L. M. Barlow, H. 
E. Owens, P. C. Costello, C. Dillingham Carpen- 
ter, and Judge W. D. Shipman. Telegrams con- 
tinued to arrive all day from all parts of the 
country. 

Mr. Conkling was not known to have made a 
will, and a diligent search bas failed to discover 
any such document. His estate is estimated by 
Alderman Conkling at something in the nelgh- 
borhood of $250,000. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—The members of 
the New-York Congressional delegation to-day 
held a meeting in the House lobby, to take ap- 
propriate action in reference to-the death of ex- 
Senator Conkling. Séuator Evarts presided and 
Mr. Cox acted as Secretary. A committee, con- 
sisting of Representatives Mahoney and Sher- 
man and Senator Hiscock, drafted the following 
resolutions, which were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That we, the Senators and Representa. 
tives from the State of New-York in the United 
States Congress, have heard with profound regret 
aud sorrow of the death of that distinguished citi- 


zen, lawyer, and statesman, ex-Senator Koscoe 
Conkling. 

Resolved, That his death is an irreparable loss, not 
to his famtly alone, but to the city he honored as his 
home, the district he so ably represented in Con- 
rress, the State whose Senator in Congress he was 
or 15 years, the party of which he was so distin- 
guished a member for nearly a quarter of a century, 
aud to the country he loved so well. 

Resolved, That our heartfelt sympathy is extended 
to the affiicted wife and daugbter. 

Resolved, That asafurther mark of respect the 
Chairman of this meeting appoint a committee of 

‘seven of its members to attend the funeral of the 
deceased,

A VALUABLE TOMBSTONE. 

A suit to replevin a tombstone and so re- 
gain possession of it was begun in Justice 
Courtney’s court in the Brooklyn City Hall yes- 
terday by Thomas E. Sisk, who keeps a saloon 
at 224 Franklin-street, Brooklyn, Eastern Die- 
trict. The stone was found two weeks ago by 
some laborers digging out a cellar at 36 Frank- 
lin-street. They took it to Sisk’s saloon and 
after cleaning it found that 1f was 137 years old. 
The inscription showed thatit had been placed 
over ‘‘ the body of Mrs. Hannah Betts, late wife 


of John Betts, Esq., Dec’d, who was the only 
daughter and Heir of Mr. Jobn Barwell.” A 
few days later a man, who gave his 
name as W. Winslow, visited the saloon 
and found the monument standing in a con- 
spicuous part of the room. It was one of the 
curiosities of the place. He then visited Lawyer 
Edwara F. Riley, and the latter got Sisk to give 
nim achattel mortgage for $50 on the stone. 
The mortgage was payable on demand, and ina 
few days Lawyer Riley demanded his $30. It 
was not forthcoming, so he seized the stone and 
had it conveyed to his oftice. He agreed yester- 
day to give Sisk a bond to securehim from loss, 

All this trouble was caused by the fast that a 
fortune of several million dollars, it is said, is 
lying idle in England awaiting the claim of the 
heirs of John Barwell. Mr. Winslow is one of 
these heits, and he regards the tombstone as a 
very important link in the chain of identifica- 
tion which he is trying to establish. John Bar- 
well: sailed from England early in the last 
ceutury with bis wife and two children, the old- 
est of whom wae Hannah. The vessel was 
wrecked, and Hannah Barwell was the only 
passenger rescued. She married one John Betts, 
a Connecticut man, and to her Mr. Winslow 
traces his ancestry. It is supposed that she is 
the Hannah Betts to whom the stone refers.

VOT EXPECTING TO WIN 


UR. KERR'S ANXIETY TO BE 
TRIED IN THE OOUNTRY. 
vis COUNSEL, ASSUMING THAT A 
CHANGE OF VENUE WILL BE RE- 

FUSED, WOULD LIKE DELAY. 

There is reason to believe that the coun- 
selfor Thomas B. Kerr willbe ouite as much 
surprised as District Attorney Fellows ifthe 
ex-Treasurer of the Broadway Railroad secures 
schange of venue. The application for such a 
change was argued yesterday in the Special 
Term ofthe Supreme Court, before Judge Pat- 
terson. The argument was conducted on both 
sides with so much earnestness that those who 
listened to it probably supposed that Mr. Kerr 
and his counsel really believed his case would 
eventualiy be tried before a country jury. 

Itis possible, of course, that Mr. Kerr enter- 
tains such a belief, for he introduced two aflida- 
vits in which he expressed the utmost confidence 
in the inability of a New-York jury to give him 
afair and impartial trial, and, besides, he paid 
sory close attention to every word uttered in 
nis behalf by ex-Surrogate Rollins and W. Bourke 
Cockran. He did not, however, hear what was 
said at the conclusion of the argument, when the 
legal gentlemen on both sidesengaged in a quiet 
rhat with Judge Patterson. It would have 
secmed very odd to Mr. Kerr hai he heard his 
counsel ask if Mr. Kerr would be placed on trial 
on Monday, as had been the District Attorney’s 
intention. It would have doubtless occurred to 


him that his counsel were not strengthening bis 
chances by assuming that his application for a 
change of venue would not be granted. But 
perhaps Mr. Kerr knows that the rock-bottom 


scheme of Dia lawyers is to secure a postpone-. 


meut of his case and that their present tactics 
are only intended to cover Kerr's real purpoge. 
When Mr. Cockran, at the close of the argu- 
Ment, asked Judge Patterson if the defendant 
must be ready for trial on Monday, his Honor 
said, ‘**Probably not,” adding, after # pause, 
that the case would probably bé postponed for 
a few days, Then the defendant’s counsel 
closed ranks and made a concerted attack for 
the purpose of securing an adjournment. Mr. 
Rollius said that he would be engaged in.the 
Stewart will case during May and that he could 
not possibly give any time to any otier case 
until June. District Attorney Fellows sat witb- 
in bearing and he smiled genially upon hearing 
his opponents assume that their motion would 
not be granted. When he heard John ‘H. 
express great regret at the fact that Mr. Rollins 
woulda be busied in. other matters until 
June he coolly informed Mr. Bird that he 
had no business to hire counsel who were 
engaged; he slrould have hired lawyers who. are 
at liberty. Judge Patterson smiled pensively 
and pulled his diminutive side whiskers. .

Its trial 
would occupy 10 weeks, and if an adjournment 
were given until June and the case were taken

not be finished before the middle of August.- 


He tad no idea of committing suicide by presid- 
ing at such a trial in dog-day weather, nor would 
he ask any other Judge to tempt fate in the 
same way. Mr. Cockran hinted that if the case 
were to be tried outside of New-York it could be 
disposed of in two weeks. Judge Patterson 
ended the inatter by ordering that all the papers 
in the case, including a dozen great scrap books, 
be sent to his reoms. 

The defendant's counsel are, of course, aware 
that Judge Barrett sits in the Oyer and Terminer 
Court in June, and that he has declared his in- 
tention of not presiding at any more boodle 
triala, 89 thatifan adjournment were procured 
until June it would mean a still further ad- 
journment. af 

The argument of the motion for a change of 
venue was begun at 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. It was opeged by ex-Surrogate Rollins in 
behalf of Mr. rr. It would be @ great in- 
justice to Kerr, he ciaimed, were the motion de- 
nied, It was very evident to him that Mr. Kerr 
could not secure a fair and impartial 
trial in New-York. A large number of 
cases, all of which bore, Mr. Rollins 
thought, upon the case of Mr. Kerr, 
were cited to prove that suflicient ground 
existed for sending his case to some other 
county for trial. If the court apprehended that 
the case of Mr. Kerr would be at all prejudiced 
by trial here, his motion for a change of venue 
should be granted. ‘ 

Mr. Rollins submitted several affidavits, one 
made by a number of citizens, another by John 
H. Bird, and two made by Thomas B. Kerr. 
These aftidavits or digests of Kerr, give a very 
fair idea of the arguments made in favor of the 
application. Of the first of these affidavits the 
folluwing is a copy: 


“George B. Rhodes, W. F. Shaffer, Ewen McIntyre, 
Jr., J. H. Breslin, B. B. Kirkland, Robert Duaniap, 
Henry Gilsey, William Turnbull. Steele Mackaye, 
Edward Kearney, Arthur Gillender, Frank Fergu- 
son, DL. W. C. Ward, Theodore K. Macy, Frank Cur- 
tiss, O. S. Paine, John C. KR. Eckerson, Abbott Hodg- 
man, L. J. Phillips, Richard V. Harnett, John 
Sutherland, F. M. Bixby, Augustus Marsh, James 
Whiteley. aud Frank E. Dickinson being duly sworn, 
each for himself, says that he has resided in the city 
of New-York for many years; that he has been en- 
gaged in business in saii city, and has a large and 
varied acquaintance with the people of this county; 
that he has observed the effect upon the minds of 
his acquaiDtances of the newspaper publications 
cencerning the grant by the Board of Aldermen of 
1884 to operate a railroad in Broadway, and con- 
cerning the trial of Jacob Sharp for Uribery in con- 
nection therewitk, and from the expressions of said 
persons in public places, as well as from the conver- 
sations with each of the deponenuts, each deponent 
verily believes that it will be utterly impracticable 
to obtain a fair and impartial trial of the defendant 
herein within the county of New-York. 

“Tt has become wellsettied in the minds of th? in- 
habitants of this county thet the aforesaid grant 
was obtained by corruption and bribery, and the 
said publications have all united in accusing the de- 
tendant as one of the participauts in the sait crime. 
Yhe proceedings on the trialand on the conviction 
and sentence of Jacob Sharp have been published at 
great length in each of the newspapers published in 
said city and county, and comments have been made 
upon them of such a character as to impress upom 
the readers of such newspapers that this defendant 
Was a participant with the said Jaceb Sharp in the 
offenses of which he was convicted. .

& trial which would involve substantially the same 
issues, deponents believe that if the trial be had in 
this county it will be necessary to summon at least 
three times‘the number of talesmen Which were 
actually summoned in the trial of Sharp, and itis 
doubtful if even ont of sucha number an impartial 
jury could be obtained, while the delay and expense 
attending such examination will iuvolve a great 
aud unnecessary burden upon the taxpayers of the 
city. Deponentsfurther state that- they verily be- 
lieve that there are many counties in this State 
where the New-York daily pavers have very little 
circulation, and would have very little, if any, in- 
finence upon the minds of the inhabitants who 
might be summoned to serve as jurors, Deponents 
veg leave te refer particularly to the newspaper re- 
ports and editorigh comments thereon of the pro- 
eeedings had upon the trial, conviction, and sentence 
of Jacob Sharp.” ; 

John H. Bird states in his affidavit that he is 
an attorney for Thomas B. Kerr, and that he 
had made all possible effort to procure and lay 
before the court definite and exact information 
regarding the condition of public opinion in 
New-York with reference tothe subject matter 
of the indictments and the prejudice here ex- 
isting against the defendant. He is informed, 
he stetes, and verily believes that the aggregate 
circulation of the daily newspapers in New- 
York is more;than a million copies, and he is 
informed and beheves that New-York papers do 
not circulate to any appreciable extent and do 
not affect or reflect public opinion in any pars 
of this State outside of the counties of New- 
York and Kings. 

Thomas B. Kerr contributed two affidavits to 
this branchof his case. In one to which he 
made oath on Tuesday he names the principal 
newspapers of the city and claims that they are 
the best sources of information, and that they 
not only give expression to public sentiment but 
largely create it. In relation to the indictments 
standing agaipst him the attifude of these news- 
papers had been substantial!y the same toward 

1m anf the others who had been indicted with 
him. That attitude h been one of excited, 
persistent, and unreienting hostility. These 
Dewspapers, in expressing such hostility and 

rejudice, and for the purpose of fostering it, 

ad published detailed reports of the evidence 
produced upon the trial of Jacob Sharp and of 
all matters connected with him. Among such 
publivations were interviews with the last Dis- 
trict Attorney and his assistants, in which Mr. 
Martine bad openly avowed that the case agalast 
Kerr rested substantially upon the same evi- 
dence as was produced in the case of Sharp. 

Being informed and believing that the circu- 
latiou of the New-York nowspapers is too slight 
in many of the counties of the State to seriously 
affect or prejudice public sentiment, he con- 
siders that a trialof his case can be had outside 
of New-York more speedi)

Sharp, James A. Richmond, James W. Fosuay, 
William Moloney, and John Keenan. If his trial 
were held in New-York he would be compelled 
to encounter not only the espeeial prejudice ex- 
— in New-York against him, put also the 
combined prejudice existing against all the per- 
sons named. Upon the trial of Sharp he had not 
been given a hearing. A large part of the evi- 
dence which, it was argued, tended to establish 
his guilt, had been ruled inadmissible by the 
Court of Appeals. Other portions of the evi- 
dence in Sharp’s case were false. Evidence 
which would have established his innogence had 
been omitted. Public sentiment had been excit- 
ed by inflammatory speeches, by posters and 
placards, and by editorial comments in news- 
papers which vindictively demanded his punish- 
ment, whether he was guilty or innocent. 

Mr. Kerr’s other affidavit contains over 3,000 
words and but little that he does not allude to 
in the other affidavit. 

District Attorney Fellows made an argument 
against the granting of the motion and aubmit- 
ted an affidavit, in which he pretty thorotghly 
traversed those handed up by the other side. 
Assistant District Attorney Semple closed the 
argument for the prosecution and gave way to 
W. Bourke Cockran, who talked for an ‘hour, 
and at one point made the District Attorney 
smile by offering to join with him in a request to 
the Governor that he order a special term of 
the Oyer and Terminer Court in some outside 
county, over whieh he would be pleased to see 
Judge Patterson preside. Mr. Kerr listened to 
all the arguments, the last of which was finished 
at 4 o’clock.

LEASES. 


RESULT OF NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN THE 
TRUSTEES AND HOLDERS. , 


The differences between the Trustees of 
Columbia College and its lessees on its “ Upper 
Estate,” bounded by Fifth and Sixth avenues, 
Forty-seventh and Fifty-first streets, have just 
been settled. The nggotiationa between the 
Trustees and the leaseholders had been pending 
for nearly four years, and their success finally 
was largely due to the untiring efforts of W. B. 
Taylor, President and Secretary of the Colum- 
bia College Leaseholders’ Association, and Effing- 
ham H. Nichols, who was empowered by the 
Executive Committee of that association to 


conduct the negotiations on its. behalf. The 
property is of very great value, and the prime 
effect of the settlement will be to add tothe 
security of the leaseholders, thus still further 
enfancing the value of the land by makingim- 
provements profitable, safe, aud desirable. The 
tenants getareduction altogether of $45,700 
per annnm from the amount originally assessed 
by the college—14 per cent.—ana néw leases to 
run 21 years. These new iecases will differ so 
essentially from the-old ones us to make the new 
ones us good as the fee to their property less the 
encumbrance of the ground rent. 

In November, 1887, a** power and agreement” 
was signed by a majority of tne 158 tenants on 
the estate empowering Mr. Nichols to conduct 
the negotiations for modified leases. A certain 
limit to hie authority was fixed, and the tenants 
axreed to stand by any settlement within that 
ltmit., Mr. Nichols’s first proposition was. that 
frum the ground rents heretofore demanded by 
the Trustees for lots fronting on Fifth-avenue ‘ 
12 per cent. should: be deducted, and that..the. 
ground rents on the street lots should be graded, ° 
beginning at the first lot east of Sixth-avenue, 
the rental for which should be. $800, the 
next lot to the eastward $815, and so on, adding 
$15 to each lot to the easterly boundary of the. 
estate. This proposition was made in January, 
1888, and in March the Trustees of the college 
submitted a counter-proposition through Treas- 
urer John McL. Nash. In this communication 
the Trustees expressed a: desire to effect a 
peaceable compromise. They were prepared: to 
grant to all of the clients represented by Mf. 
Nichols (not, however, to any part of them) re- 
newals of their leases for 21-years upon a re- 
bate of 10 per cent. in-each case from the 
figures heretofore demanded by the college. 
Conditions were imposed that no kind of 
nuisance in the way of vbjectionable factories or 
business enterprises be estabiiahed.. - ‘ 

_Mr. Nichols replied to this with another prop. 
osition fixing the annual ground rents of the 
lots on Fifth-avenue at from $2.200 to $2,868 
and on the side streets at from $810 to $1,242. 
This propoaition was made with the understand- 
ing that the rental thus affixed enuuld in no case 
exceed that heretofore demanded by the Trust- 
ees, less 10 per cent. The Trustees accepted 
Mr. Nichole’s figures, but provided that in cases 
where the lots exceeded 25 by 100 feet 50 cents 
should be charged for each square ‘foot 
addiitonaL This .was satisfactory to the 
tenants, and a tinal agreement was 
reached which was signed by 150 
of the 158 tenants. The agreement permits 
renewals at & rental based upon the valnation 
of the property, to be affixed by arbitrators, and 
— the use of steam engines and furnaces 

n dwellings. The agreement must be signed by 
allof the tenants prior to May 15, 1888. or be 
void. In concluding bis report to ‘the Jease- 
holders Mr. Nichols states that he has been ably 
assisted by Alfred 8. Brown, with whom be con- 
ours in believing that great improvements upon 
the property will be witnessed during the next 
tive years as a result ef the cumpromige.

4 FATAL FIRE IN A RAG-SORTING ES- 
. TABLISHMENT IN EAST THIRD-STREET. 

.A.fire yesterday morning in Charles Har- 
ley*s rag-picking and sorting establishment, 365 
and 367 East Third-street, resulted in the death 
of: an aged woman and injuries more or less se- 
vere to half a dozen men and women who 
worked there. The fire started ‘‘ with a jump,” 
as a spectator put it, just before 9 o’clock, when 


‘about 50 persons, two-thirds of whom were 


women, were picking, sorting, and packing in 
Various parts of the five-story building. The 
flames in a minute were traveling up an air- 


shaft and setting the upper floors on fire, and as 


the fire started just in the rear of the office, on 
the firat floor, escape by the stairs was cut off to 


‘those who did not at the first outcry of fire aban- 
don their work and rush for the street. 

The men of Engine No. 11, which was the first 
to arrive, did some very creditable life saving. 
Foreman Isaac Fisher found a stream of men 
and. women coming down the fire escapes, while 
at the fourth floof winduws a dozen persons, 
afraid to venture on the escapes because of the 
smoke and tire coming from the windows near 
them, were anxiously awaiting a rescue or ap- 
pealing wildly for help. Fireman E. F. Haul- 
ton of Engine No. 31, who was off duty, hut came 
to: do what he could, with Fireman John 
Riordan and John H. Byrne of Engine Nu. 
11, hurriedly got out a ilife-saving net. 
Just then Maggie O’Boyle, a young woman who 
lives at 93 North Ejighth-street, Williamsburg, 
cried vut from a second-floor window that sho 
was going to pump, and jumped just as Byrne 
braced himself to catch her. He broke her fall, 
but both went to the ground, and she was se- 
verely bruised and cut on the back, head, and 
arms. She was carried toa neighboring store, 
where had been taken Mary Saxton of 304 Mad- 
ison-street, who in escaping had rup through 
flames and was severely burned, and an ambu- 
lance summoned from the Union Market station 
took them to Bellevue Hospital. 

eanwhile Byrne, RiorJan, and Haulton went 
up the fire-escape ladder and brought or helped 
down seven women. While they were being 
saved Michael Lattey, 24 years old, of 67 Madi- 
son-street, who had been making a great outcry 


on the fourth floor, shouted for the net, adding. 


that he was going tojump. In afew moments 
the men holding it had it taut. Laffey pushed 
himeelf off the sill of the window and came down 
foet first, turnjng forward until nearly horizon- 
tal just before he atruck the net. The shock 
was violent enough to make those who 


held it stagger, and it sagged so that Laf-. 


fey struck the sidewalk, but 
slightly injured and was able to hobble away. 
Jane McCunne, a very old woman, was slightly 
injured by jumping from the first balcony of the 
fire escape into the arms of Haujton, and 
Miehael Gilbert cut nis-leg slightly in escaping. 
Joseph Gibldy of 300 Henry-street was icnorant 
of the fire until the flames burst upon him on 
the third floor.. He SS, jumped on a rub- 
bish heap in the yard, and escaped with slight 
bruises. Mary Reagan of 261 Monroe-street 
was slightly burned on the face and arms on the 
os of the first floor, but she was able to go 
ome. 

As there were rumors that several persons had 
‘perished, as soon as possible tiremen went over 
the building and near the air-Shiaft on the fourth 
floor came upon scharred massa which proved to 
be the body of Winifred Leonard, 60 years old, 
of North Seventh-street, Williamsburg, who had 
evidently fallen, suffocated, whileescaping. She 
had worked for Harley since 1862. Her body 
was taken to the station house and afterward 
claiined by friends. The fire swept through 
two-thirds of the buildings and the loss is about 
$12,000 on stock, although Harley claims that 
it._was worth $45,000 and that itis now useless 
‘to him... The damage to the building is not more 
than $3,000.

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PROSPEUT PARE’S DECAY. 


MAYOR CHAPIN WANTS $100,000 appro- 
; PRIATED AT ONCE. 

Mayor Chapin made a visit to Brocklyn’s 
former pride, Prospect Park, yesterday and dis- 
covered that it had fallen into a shameful state 
of neglect since the Park.Commission appointed 
by Mayor Whitney. had discharged Chief En- 
gineer John Y. Culyer. The Mayor was so im- 
pressed with what he saw tnat he recommended 
the expenditure of $100,000 on park improve- 
ments at once. 

The Mayor was accompanied on his visit by 
Park Commissioner Kennedy, Chief Engineer 
Van Buren of the City Works Department, and 
City Auditor Rutan, who isa practical builder. 
They found that the bridges across the lake 
were in a dangerously unsafe condition, and 
that one of them, the Stillwater Bridge, was be- 
yond repair. The stone bridge, near tte flower 
gardens, was found to bein need of immediate 
aud extensive repairs. 

In speaking of the matter when he returned to 
the City Hall Mayor Chupin said: ** ‘the best 
thing that the Legislature can do for us at pres- 
ent ig to pass tre bill reducing the uumber of 
thé commission and waking it a more essentially 
effective and Jess disputative body than it has 
sometimes been believed ty be. The park has 
been permitted to run down. The fence around 
it is a very poor wooden picket affair, entirely 
out of place. Those bridges, upon which so 
many people stana, should be repaired and ut 
onee. They sbould be made absvlutely safe. 
The temporary wooden bridge near the rustic 
yridge has been in use 10 years and is so unsafe 


that no one is allowed on it. It should be torn: 


duwn and the original atone bridge projected 
built im its place. The expenditure of $100,000 
in such improvements would be an economic 
“measure.”

FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

The large room of the All Souls’ Church 
Free Kindergarten, 139 West Forty-eighth- 
atreet, presented avery gay appearance yester- 
day afternoon, on the occasion of the celebra- 
tion both of a festival in honor of Frederick 
Froebel, the founder of the kindergarten sys- 
tem, and also in commemoration of the tenth 
anniversary of the establishment of the school 
itself. Flags decorated the room and over the 
platform shone a large banner on which was the 
Members of the church and par- 
ents of the children filled the seats. 

The large folding doors at the rear of the 
room rolled back at 3 o’clock, and the long pro- 
cession of little ones, led by their Principal, 


Miss Mary L. Van Wagenen, began to 
toddle in. Each of+*the little ‘ones clasped 
a large flower pot in its arms, and some 
ofthe little girls could barely get their fat, 
chubby, little arms around the precious burden. 
After marching around a few times, the little 
procession stopped and took possession 
of the seats arranged in a quadrangle 
in the centre of the floor. Then began 
the exercises. At a signal from Miss 
Van Wagenen, the little ones opened the festi- 
val by singing a song tothe werry sunshine, 
doubly sweet because of the pretty unconscious- 
ness ofthe singers and the neat appearance 
they presented ih their little white aprons and 
skirts. The little ones told in song the sad story 
of “The Little White Lily,” and some of them 
looked almost pathetic as they bent their heads 
and folded their handsand “ pitied the lily.””. In 
the same way they put their little hands asleep 
in the finger games, and sang to them the well- 
known “Erminie” lullaby. Hand gymnastics 
followed, 

The Rev. Dr. R. Heber Newton made a few 
remarks to the children, in whieh hetold them 
about the founder of the kindergarten system, 
Frederick Froebel, and asked them if they 
hiked the system. He received a very vigorous 
response in the affirmative. Dr. Newton then 
turned to the older portion of -his audience, and 
said a few things about the system as & means 
of developing, in song and exercise, the percep- 
tions, powers, and imagination of the infant 
chila.

Adams, and Sheldon, and by Valkenburgh and 

an artist friend, A. M. Friedlander of 1,512 

Broadway, who were to identify the pictures if 

— in the former apartments of Mme. Diss 
ebar. 

The party was met very kindly by Mr. Marsh, 
who aided themin their search in every way 
that he could. He seemed to be very glad to 
get rid of any property which might belong to 
Mme, Diss Debar. “Lam glad that you have 
come here,” be said. **to take either these pict- 
ures or anything else which may belong to that 
woman. If you wish I will send fora furniture 
Van to remove them.” 

This kind offer was not accepted by the police, 
@ Van having already been secured. Mr. Fried- 
lander identified 40 pictures in various parts of 
tne house as being among those mentioned in 
the warrant. Two, a dog picture and a fish 
piece, were missing. Five historical pieces 
were found in an upper room, closely wrapped 
up and hidden behind a piece of furniture. The 
pictures are none of them among those which 
tho pseudo-medium has asserted to be produc- 
tions of the spirit land. They are those which 
she said she brought from Europe and had been 
given to her mother, Lola Montez, by the King 
of Bavaria.

Among them was 
Rembrandt's “Circumcision,” a Murilio,a Tenier, 
an Italian picture, “King Ahasuerus and Es- 
ther,’”’ De Barle’s “Christ Taken from the Cross,” 
a landscape by Amiconi, Beyer’s ‘ Demosthenes 
and Antiphone,” and anumber of marines, flow- 
er pieces, landscapes, and historical pteces.

Among the meansvof prevention 
suggested was a petition to the Secretary of the 
Treasury charging that the law has been evadeu. 
Another suggestion was that the dealers should 
adopt themselves the irregular plan complained 
of.
